Review of tbe Report os the Working of the Axchsological Department 
for the year 1346 Fasli (1936-37 A.O.) 

Personnel —^Tbere was no change in the personnel of the Department dttrmg 
the year under refview. 

Survey 0 / Alonunimts —A number of new Archieological moDiiments w'ere 
surveyed, during the A-ear in the districts and City of Hyderabad, In the City 
and its suburbs, several old mosques were nodcetl. Special mention may lx* made 
of the Bhokardan cave temple discovered in the Aurangabad district last year 
and now fully excavated and cleared, di^'losing sevxTal noteworthy sculptmrcs and 
carvings with an inscription, that setuna to indicate that the cave belongs to the 
fith or 9 th centurj’ A.D, The shrine hiLS been duly conserved UTid necessary steps 
taken to repair its plllats and roof 

Conservation —-The conservation work progressed apace at Ajanta and 
EUora as well as at ^uldahad where the Garden and Tomb of Baiii Begam arc 
being gradual I}' restored by the sustained efforts of the Department. Repairs 
were also carried out at Mnn'im Eagh and Tomb of Malik ^Ambar. In the course 
of the general clearance of the Fort of Daitlatabad a series of half-dnished cave- 
temples was discovered under the great rock of the citadel. 

Tbe valuable moiiuments of Bidai received their share of attention and many 
important repairs were executed. At Agbtur tbe mosques attached to the Daragab 
of !^zmt ^alHutlab were fully conserved. 

During the Teino\'al of the debris at Gulbarga Fort an underground passage 
has been discovered. 

ExcavaiioH — ^While extending the work on the old sites the Department 
tapped & number of new sites which yielded a rich crop of fmds consisting of flak^, 
cores, pottery, etc. At Smanwarl an andeut well, built of granite slabs, and brick 
pavements of large apartments were discovered. Excavations at another site 
disclosed ioundatians of a massive construction and three gold coins of unpublished 
variety were also found. These and other coins of great historical interest are 
fully described in the report under the sub-head ' Numismatics ^ Relics of a Jain 
temple, pieces of glass pottery, glass bangles and beads and coins of unknown 
varieties were discovered near the village.of Kadkal. But excavations of a more 
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inipoTtant nature were carried out at the weU-know-n audent tovm of Paithaii lo 
the AurangabM district and numerous architectural remains and other antiquities 
have come to li^t. Xtetails of these interesting excavations are given in a s^>aiate 
article attached with the rt^^ort as Appendix C, 

ilf*«rMnf~Good progress is reported in the collection of specimens for the 
Hyderated Museum which was spedally enriched by the addition of exhibits 
from Raipur and Paithan. 

Expenditure The total expenditare on the cotiserv^ation of monuments 
amounted to Rs^S^^ooo showing an increase of about Ks.iq,ooo from the last 

year's total; while more than Rs.i, 00,000 was spent on the maintenance of the 
D^artment. 

In condusion, (lovemment are pleased to express their appreciation of the 
continued good work done in every branch of the Department under Mr. Yazdani.

There was no change in the x>eisonnel of the Department dining the year Peraonnei 
under review*. The Director, Mr. G. Yazdani, although on Special Duty had to 
do the major portion of the office routine in addition to devoting a considerable 
time to the compilation of Ajanta voltuae and various other publications. In the 
early part of the year-^ist Adhur to 15 th Baihinan—the Director remained on 
privilege leave and during his absence the Assistant Director, Hr. Syed Yusuf, 
officiated for him. 

The Director toured in the Bidar, Gulbarga and Aurangabad districts for the Tmir* 
supervision of conservation and escavation works winch were in progress in those 
districts. He also paid a ^*isrt to the Bomba}'' Museum in order to make a com¬ 
parative study of the antiquities unearthed reirently by the Department at Maslri. 

Raidhur district, with those discovered lately at Mohenjodaro (Sindh) by the 
Ardiaological Survey of the Government of India, He toured, besides, to 
Burhanpur (Berars) in connection with the sdieme of the restoration of the Monu¬ 
ment of Asaf Jah I at that place.* In all. the Director toured for 47 days. The 
Assistant Directors, Messrs. Syed Yusuf and Khwaja Muhammad Ahmad, toured 
in the Warangal, Aurangabad, Raidjur and Gulbarga Districts for 86 and 139 
days respectively- The details of the toms of the Director and Assistant Directors 
are given in their dlarii^ published in this report as Appendices E, F and G, 

Several new monuments of considerable archseological and historical impor- Humy *1 
tance were surveyed during the year in the Aurangabad, RaidjOr, Gulbarga and 
Nalgonda districts. The monurajents deserving of special notice are described 
below. 

Bbokardan Cave — 

The large rock-ncut Brahmamcal temple at Bbokardan {20® 16' N. and 75^46* 

56* E.) in the Aurangabad district referred to in the Report for 1345 F. was further 
explored and excavated during the year under review. The plan of the temple 
consists of a doable hall with seven cella at the back; the middle one of which 
originally ^contained a yoni and a linga (Plate II). The cave w'as blocked

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up with earth and rubbish and after excavation it disclosed many a sculpture, 
the most important of which is Visuu resting on the Sisanliga. There are alw two 
dararpd/us of respectable size carved along the jambs of the door of the m id dTe 
cell. On the left wall of the outer apartment of the ball are carved a male and a 
female %nie representing Siva and Parvati, the former hai-ing his arm round the 
waist of tlic latter. As the cave is situated on the left bank of the river Kelna. the 
waters of this stream have done much damage during the rainy season to the 
pillars and sculpture of the cave. Steps have lieen duly taken to rqiatr the interior 
of the cave and to build a strong masonrj' dam in front of the temple so that the 
water of the river may not enter the caw at the periodic risings of die stream 
during the rainy season.* * From the characters of the inscription * and from the 
style of the sculpture the cave may be ass^ed to the Sth or 9th ceiitoiy A n . 


Menumgn/ of Asaf Jah Burhanpur — 

Another building of considerable historical importance suTi'cyed during the 
year is the Monument of Hasrat Asaf Jah 1 at Burhanpur. The monument is 
associated vrith the prehminarj' funebrial rites perfoimed after the Hpmw of Hazrat 
Asaf Jah I b 1611 H. (C. 1748 A.D.) and is situated at Zainabad—5 miles from 
Burhanpur in the Berais, and carries an in^mn of two villages for its upkeep. 

The monument is built in a plot of land, i8'4 acres in area of which 4-02 plus 
1*93 acres have recently been acquired by the British Government for the con- 
structioD of Burhanpur-Aniraoti and Burhaupiir-Bombay roads, In the middle 
of the plot is an enclosure 315 ft.. East to West and 360 ft.. North to South. The 
land outside the enclosure as well as inside is under cultivation and the tenant 
possesses hereditary rights. In the middle of the enclosure is a platform, 84 ft. 
square and 3 ft. high, on which tlie monument proper is built. It consists of a jail 
screen, aS ft, 6 m. square externally and 24 ft. internally and 9 ft. 3 m. high. 
The design of the screen b typical Asafjahi and the monument was apjjarently 
built immediately after the death of Asaf Jah 1 (1748 AJ>.). As the entire 
structure is of brick and lime and during the last tw'o centuries it has not been 
properly maiutabed it shows signs of decay. 

The Monument, together with its two in'am villages, being under the juris¬ 
diction of H.E.H. the ISizam's Government, the Government of the Central 
Provinces and Berara bvited the attention of the former Government for a thorough 
cooservation of the Monument. Thereupon the Director of .;VidneoIog>' was de¬ 
puted by Government to \Tsit Burhanpur and to submit proposals for the consex- 
vatiou of the Monument. The Director's conservation notes have duly been fiasscd 
on to the Bevenue Departraeut and the work will be carried out departmently 
if necessary funds are placed at the disposal of tbe Department, 


Monuments in the City of Hyderabad^ 

To the North-east of Golconda Tomljs is a smaU village that goes by the name 
of Shaikbpet. It consists of about fift>* small bouses which have sprung op during

uitiiEr the jbcoii ^ \ 
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the last fatindred yeais. To the Hast of this eolony is a maguilieeiit aiosciue which 
stands upcm a rectangnlar platform, measurmg I3i ft. Eaat to West and. 78 ft. 
North to South, the height of the platform being 3 ft. The main building of 
the mosque is at a distance of about 8 ft, from the Western side of the platform 
and consists of a single ball measuring, 37' 6'><23'* 6". At a distance of 30 ft, 
from the mosque towards the Hast is a cbtem, 35' x 24'. 

The facade has three arched openings, each of them being 15 ft. in height 
and 10 ft. iu breadth. The ceilitig has three shallow domes and is supported 
by two arches, each measuring 21 ft. in breadth and 24 ft, in height. 
The fni^rab contains sul inseriptional tablets of black basalt arranged in 
one line, of them are of uniform size, each measuring ai' q'xi* The 
sixth measuTc-s only i' 6'x r' 2'. One tablet of the size of the last one is missing 
and has been detached, from a panel of that size. The iuscdption has been edited 
Ijy the Director of Aich^logy in the Epigraphia Indo-MosUtnka for 1935-36, It 
records the constniction of this mosque by 'Abdulla Qutb in 1043 H. There 
are traces of enamelled work in the interior of the niostiue and the facade also 
including the minarets, which are flanked one on each side, was profusely cov'ered 
with enamelled tiles. Just below the and round the minarets, there was 

a band about 3 ft. in breadth of inscribed riles rumiing thronghout the length 
of the facade. The pieces of tiles generally measure and show' a varietj' of 

colours consisting of blue, green and yellow’. They have been arrajiged with 
great taste. But the letters are usually in white arranged in blue background. 

The mosque in its palmy days must have lookixl extremely beautiful. But 
now for two and a half centuries it has suffered from the ravmges of time. The 
majoritj' of tiles have fallen down either due to the inclemencies of weather or 
owing to the stone shots aimed by the unmindful playing cliildreii of the locality. 
But they have left their mniks in the plaster. The whole of the building has 
been constnicted in stone and lime and nothing but the extra superior quality of 
the lime has saved the mosque from a collapse. It lias no compmmd w'all, but 
the local ijeople in order to pre\'ent the cattle from going inside haw filled up 
the arches of this royal mosque with mud and stone up to a height of 3 ft. 

To the East of Mir-ka-Daira is a Qn^b ^ahi mosque. It is situated quite 
close to the Qbassal Wadi and is locally called Chassaloii-ki-inasjid. The 
mosque is iu the ordinary' Qiitb ^ahi style. It consists of a prayer-ball, measur- 
ing 34' X 24' 6". The roof consists of three shallow domes and rests upon tw'o 
arches, each measuring 16' x 17'. Towards the it has three ardied openings 
each measuring 9' x 15'. The mihrdb has an insciiprional tablet of black basalt. 
It records that the mosque ivas constructed in 1034 H. (1624 A.D.) in order to 
secure divine favours for Bibl ^adija, daughter of hhr Sayyid 'All of .i^arabdd, 
the ^aiyi of Awand. This lady died in 1031 H, and is enjoying her eternal 
repose in a small but beautiful tomb w’hich is to the West of the mosque at a 
distance of 100 ft. 

To the North-east of the mosque is a cistern measuimg 25' x 16'. The present 
compound wall of Mir-Ka-DSira, w'hich joins the Northern and the Southern walls 
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of tlie mosque in tlie middlcj lias blocked all coiiunt]nica.tioTi between the tomb 
and the mosque. But formerly there was no such barrier. 

In the Golconda Fort between the Fath Darwa7.a and the Musa Buij, there is a 
large bastion called Sap 61 a Biirj. Architecturally it is a hs-o-storied construction 
having a striking resemhlance to the Musa Burj, but it is practically devoid of 
any decorative feature. Its importance lies in the fact that it is situated quite 
close to the Somni I)an?vaza, one of the old gateways of the Fort, which has 
been now blocked up. On the top of the bastion lies a large piece of ordnance, 
measuring 15 ft. 9 m. in length; the diameter at the breech being 2 ft. ai in! 
and at the mtizale, r ft. 8 in., while the bore is 9 in, wide. There are beantifnl 
arabesque designs carved in low relief on some parts of the gun. But thtee 
decorations and the upper surface of the gun have suffered much from cannon 

shots and it seems to have been further scratched during its transport from 
AsIt to Golconda, 

The gun according to the inscription carved upon it was manufactured during 
the reign of Anrangzeb in 1084 H. (1673 .LD.) by Mathra Das. son of Raniji, at 

Asir.J According to the Ma*athir-i * .lla mgiri it was used by Atiraugzeb in besit^g 
Golconda. 

In the Sadarghat localitj-, at a distance of about two furlongs to the North¬ 
east of Daru-sb-^ifa, there is an old cemeteJy^ known as Daira-'/Vrjbegt. There 
are two arch-shaped slabs of black basalt lying loose in the compound of the 
graveyard. One of them bears the date 1056 H. (164G A.D.) and the name of the 
scribe, Sajyid Miran. The other also bears the same date and the name of the 
person to whose tomb it was attached. The name is '.\li Ri^. 

There is a small mosque situated on the right bank of the MnsI river quite 
close to the crossing of the D^-sb-^fa-OiSdarghat and New Bridge^Osmau 
Pura roads. The facade of the mosque has three arched openings and an inscrip- 
tional tablet has been fixed just above the middle arch, recording that the mosque 
was constructed by HajI Kamal in 1035 H. (1626 A.D.). Recently considerable 
repairs have been done to the mosque by the Gty Improvement Board and the 
Ecclesiastical Department and a veranda has been built in front of the mosque. 

As we proceed from the above-mentimied masque towards the Cijadarghat 
f^®te [5 a small locality called Tahmasp Khan PCira known after a Qutb 
Shahi nobleman. In the locality there is a beautiful mosque dedicated to this 
nobleman. The mosque is built of dressed masonry and has highly artistic stucco 
work. Recently, a compound wall was erected on the Southern and Eastern sides 
of the mosque, but this is not quite in keeping with the style of the mosque. To 
the East of the mosque is an Old Bath and tw^o small tombs, w'hicb are in mi 
extremely neglected and niined condition. Formerly, the latter buildings appear 
to have been attached to the mosque. Outside the present compound wall 
towards the East there are a few tombs; one of them has an inscriptional tablet 

recording the death of HajI Muharmnad Taqf, son of HajI Muhammad Husain 
Q^paya in 1089 H. (1678 AJD.). 













As we draw nearer to the ^adarghiit Gate, we pass by a solitary grave with 
a black stone sarcophagus bearing an inscription. The tonib is known as Kali 
Qabr, The locality is also known by the same name. It contains the remains 
of a saint, Ssyyid Allah Dost, who according to the inscripHon upon the 

tomb died in 1197 H. (1783 A.D,). 

As we xjroceed from the Qharmmfir towards the East, we reach a small mosqne, 
situated quite close to Raja Shivraj's house. The mosque has no architectural 
importance and consists of a prayer-hall, 19' X10*, The roof consists of three 
shallow domes, and rests upon two arches, each of which measures about 6* X12*, 
The facade has three arched opeiings, each measuring 3'Xri'. In the tnihrab^ 
there is a band of dve inscriptiona] tablets at a height of 6 ft, from the ground 
level. The inscriptions consist of religions texts. In the courtyard of the 
mosque tliere is a grave with a black stone sarcophagus bearing an inscription 
which contains religions texts but no name, 

The entrance to the mosque is in the post-aud-liutel style and the masonry 
used ts of a pinkish hue. The posts and the lintel are msmibed and they bear 
the date 1067 lEjrT. The inscription records the construction of the mosqrie 
by a lady named S^tiha Bibi and also refers to an endowment. The land and the 
buildings mentioned in the endowment should hai?e been held as trust property 
to meet the expenses of the mosque but now they are being encroached upon 
from all sides. Upon inquiries from the local people it has been ascertained that 
the grave in the courtyard of the mosque is of the lady who has built the mosque. 

As we resume our trek from the above-mentioned mosque towards the East 
we reach the Kdtla of 'Alljah. To tlie South of the eutrauce of the KAtla is 
a mosque, smaller than tlie one mentioned above. Opposite to this mosque, 
there is a square roofless tomb. Each side of the enclosure of this tomb measures 
aiwut 17 ft. and had an entrance, which is now blocked up ^oept the one in 
the Western side. The sarcophagus of the grave is inscribed and records the 
death of Nawab Mirra Muhammad Mchdi in ti20 H. (1708 AE).). 

As we proceed from the Channinar towards the South by the cement road 
and xjass the compound wall of the recently built UnSni Dawakhana, we notice 
a large gateway to our left. On entering the gateway if we walk about twenty 
Steps and turn to the right we shall enter the premises of a mosque. 

The mosque is not noticed from the cement road, firstly because its back 
is towards the main road and further for die reason that the narrow' strip of land, 
which lies between the mosque and the rngm road, has recently been utilised 
for the construction of some two-storied shops. The main building of the 
mosque is not at all ornate but its fine proportions at once attract the eye. 
It coiitists of only one hall, 34'X2o'. The rextf has three shallow domes 
resting upon two arches: each arch being 18 ft. in width and 21 ft. in height. 
The arch of the mihrab has been built of four slabs of black basalt which 
are highly polished and inscribed with Qur*dnic texts. The inscription con¬ 
tains the date 1002 H. {T593 A.D.) winch must be the date of the constructio'n 
of the mosque. The inscription has been published in the Epigrapbia Iruio- 
^fosU»^icu for 1935-3(1, The style of writing is of a high class. In the milirdfr 
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there is a panel of inscribed tiles at a height of 5 ft. from the ground level. 
It contains the Qur'ank tests, chapter IX, verse 18, and also the name of 
the scribe, which has been read as follow's:— 

A fine taste has been shown in the selection of colours for the tiles; the 
letters are in white and the background blue. Koimd the background there is 
a yellow' band about half an inch in breadth and then a green scroll followed by a 
yellow* border. This band of tiles is practically intact with very little damage 
done to it at one or bvo places. The tiles are of different sizes and by looking at 
them it is cjuite evident that pieces of rliffeient colours were manufactured in 
corn*enieut bits and w'ere afterwards cemented together in a beautiful design which 
gives the impression of mosaic work. The facade of the mosque has three arched 
oi^nhiga, each measuring 10' X15'. At each of the comers there is a small plain 
minaret which was once siumonnted with a gold-plated phniade, but now only 
two of the pinnacles are intact. 

In the courtyard h a cistern, 20^Xzo^ 

Triittbafd^wSr iemple ai Kmtial — 

Kautal is about forty miles from Rai^hr on the road to hingsugtir. In i J45 
Fash prehistoric implements were collected from this place. This year besides 
the collection of prehistoric implements an interesting mCTliieval temple has been 
sttr\*eycd, which unfortunately is in an extremely neglected condition. The 
temple has three shnnes, tw'o of which contain iinga and yoni. The third shrine 
also must have contained the same icons but they are now missing. The name 
Trimbakishw^ —three gods—by which the temple Is known perhaps alludes to 
the thrt» representations of the linga which svere installed one each in the three 
dirines. * 

The entrance to the temple is through a porch which faces the East and 
measures ; ft. North to South and 4 ft. East to West. On either side of the entrance 
is a atone panel of pierced work which admits light into the interior of the 
temple tvhich is otherwise dark. Inside is a square hall measuring 20 ft. each 
way and in the middle are four pilhns w'hidi enclose the central fn&ndap and 
at the same time support the beams upon which the ceihng slabs rest. Each 
fflde of the nutndap measures ii ft. 4 in. and the width of the ahites suiroimding 
it is 4 ft. 4 hi. As we enter the hall to our right is a Cauarese insciiptioii built in the 
w'all. In the Northern wall there is another Cauarese inscription and at the end 
of thesame wall is a small niche wherein an image of Hanumati, which U not in sHu 
now, perhaps originally rested. In the Western rvall there are two niches. The 
niche at the Southern end contains an extremely beautiful Mahi^ast4r MardfnL 
The image in the other niche is missing. AH the shrines are of uniform size, each 
being 9 ft, deep and 8 ft. broad. Every shrine has an antechamber connected with 
the main hall. These antechamlwrs are also of uniform size, each being 7 ft. 
deep and 8 ft. long. The exterior of the temple is plain but the masonry 
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work is impressive. The sikharas of the shriTics which ure of the Draxidian 
stj'le hA^T; been built up to about two-thirds of their height in dressed 
masonry, while the remaining portion has been completed in brick and lime. 
The brick w^ork of at least two of the sikh^as is in a very bad state of pTesen.'a- 
tion. The walls of the temple are built of la^e blocks of pink granite some 
of which are about 15 ft. in length, 3 ft, in breadth and about 2 ft, in thickness. 
The plinth of the temple is covered with earth, brought down by rains from a 
nei^bouring ash mound. But on the Northern and W^em sides some portions 
of it are eirposed and these show a frieze representing elephant-fights and some 
esoteric scenes. 

Monuminfs of Gutbarga — 

The Director of Archaeotogj* visited Gulbarga with a view to inspecting the 
conservation w'ork which was carried out there in 1345 F. During the course of 
his visit the Director surveyed a tomb to the South-east of Hxizrat Sayyid 
Muhanuoad Gesudar^, Sahib’s shrine. The building showed traces of encaustic 
tiles covered imder thick coats of whitewash which were applied during the course 
of annual maintcnaDce. Arrangements have been made to carefully remove the 
lime from the tiles. He further surveyed Langar-ki-Masjid which b situated to 
the North of the present Water Works, at a distance of about two furlongs. The 
mosque is of great importance architecturally. It has a vaulted arch-shaxied 
■cetliug with representations of wemden ribs resembling those which are usually 
found in rock-cut Buddlust Mityas {Plate Via), The main building consists of 
a prayer-hall measuring 49' x 32', The ball is di\ 4 ded into three compartments by 
means of two arches which stq>port the roof. Each of these two arches is 30 ft, 
wide and 27 ft. high. The facade has three aitiied opcfnings of uniform size, each 
being 10 ft. wide and 18 ft. high. The spandrels of the arches contain medallions 
coutainiog cut-plaster work. The ehhajja which has been constructed in lime 
and concrete rests u^xm plain stone brackets, Abm'e the b an omamcotal 

parapet about 3 ft. in height nmning all round the building. There are small 
minaiets, one at each of the four comers of the building. The jjarapet and the 
minarets have been built in the st>’le of the early Baihnmn! buildings. 

The extensions to the North and the South of the mosque appear to be 
of a later date. The Western wall of the mosque extends m the Northernly 
direction to a length of loS ft. It contains arches on its Eastern side which 
are the remnants of some stnicture which has fallen down. To the North-east 
of the mosque is a large tomb which has a scrai-drcular dome built on a square 
base. The sides of the base measure 52 ft. each way. The walls are about 
26 ft. iu freight and the dome also rises to the same height from the Im'el of the 
roof. The access to the tomb b through two arched openings, one Ijeiag in the 
middle of the Southern u'all and the other opposite to it in the Northern wall. 
The Western wall of the interioT has Qur*anic texts mseriibed in cut-plaster work, 
like stn-eral other tombs of Gulbarga belonging to the Bafluaam i>eriod. Steps 
ha\'e been taken to conserve the building and to preser^X' it under the ^Lomiments 
Act. 
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Prehistoric sites — 

Buriiig the yeai tinder report several new prehistoric sites have been dis¬ 
covered by Mr. Khvpaja Mtihammad Ahmad in the Raiehur district, Tlieir 
geographical positions are given below:— 

I* Kadkai—ln the village of this name to the West of Paritgwadi there 
is a small hill on the top and along the sldrts of which abotit forty 
cairns exist. Some prehistoric implements also have been picked 
up there. 

2. Aidnsl -It is a village about three miles due North from I^iiigsugur* 

Here polished stone implenttnts have been picked up in the fidds. 

3. VmkatapSr —It is three miles to the North-wiest of Mask!, To the 

South of this vdlJage are two hills along the skirts of which forty^five 
cairns have been found in a good condition of preservation. Some 
of them are in pairs. On the W^ero aide of the hills there is 
another group of cairns with double rings. The outer ring in some 
cases has a diameter of 50 ft. On the Northern side of the hills 
there are traces of some square oonstructions which appear to be 
old. 

4. Totegal—It is a deserted village situated at 3 distance of a male to the 

West cf Anandgal, a prehistoric site in the Rai(^w district, which 
was discovered previously. At this place traces of old smelting 
factories were found and on and around 3 small hiU in the vidnity 
of the village stone implements and pygmy fiakes were picked up, 

5. ilfasAf—During the year T345 FaslI prehistoric graves in the form of 

avenues were discovered at a site to the South of the Asokan edict 
at Mask!. During the year under report to the West of the Edict 
at a distance of about a mile two groups of caimQ have been dis¬ 
covered. One of them is very interesting as the cairns have two 
concentric circles of stones. The diameter of the outer drde in 
some cases is about 50 ft. 

6. It is three miles North of I^ingsugur. At this place pre¬ 
historic implements have been picked up in the fields. 

7. This place is about three mil^ to the South-east of Rodol- 
conda and is about a mile from the river Tungabhadm. Prehistoric 
implements have been picked up from this place. 

At Ajanta the work of deanmg and preserving the frescoes continued as 
usual. The most important measures earned out during the year rdated to the 
preservation of the frescoes on the ceding and walls of cave XVTT. Some of 
the frescoes on the walls of caves DC. X and XVI have also been conserved. 

In the direction of the annual maintenance and repairs of the Ajanta caves 
the following works deserve special mention:_ 

I. The foot-paths leading to the caves and the platforms in front of them 
were repaired after the seasonal reins, 

3 * 
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2. The passage opposite caves IX. X and XI was Tepaiied. and new steps 
with a parapet wall along the passage were eaostiucted. 

3. A new parapet wail w'as built in front of cave XX^'l, 

4. A re'inforced concrete shed was built to alEord shelter to the two 
inscriptions on the wall of cave XXVT. 

5. The cracks in the ceilings and walls of caves XXIII. XXVI and XXVH 
were grouted with ceanent. 

6. Earth and debris which had accumulated on the platform and in the 
three cells of cave XXVT were cleared up. 

All cracks and fissures in the rock-toof of caves I, I I and m were grouted 
and made water-tight, and catch-water and side-drains were constnicted along 
the edge of the hill for the flow of rain water. These measures, it is hoped, wiU 
prove useful in saving the caves from the ravages of nature and time. 

8. The passage between ca\'es XX and XXI, being inconvenient and 
hazardous, was eoumderably widened and paved with stone slahs. and new steps 
and a railing were also provided for the comfort and safety*' of visitors. 

9. The old water storage tanks existing in caves VT and X\TI which throngh 
passage of time were filled up with debris and silt have been txcavated and 
cleared. The cistern in cave X\TI when fidly cleared was found to measure 
35*X28 J'xi 7', although at its upper opening it measured only 4'X5'. Some 
ver5' interestuig articles of household use were also picked up in tiie course of the 
excavation.* 

At EUora. in addition to the general dearance and lepaixs of the Caves, the 
following impoTtaut works were carried out during the year under review;— 

1. New steps in place of the old decayed ones were constructed in front 
of cave VH. 

2, The vast accumulation of earth and ruhbLsti in front of Cave XVI was 
deared and a new parapet was constructed near the Southern end of this cave 
for the safet>' of the visitors, who can now enjoy 3 dew of the upper story of the 
Kailas from this point without any risk. 

3, The huge deposits of fallen rock and debris in front of caves XVII and 
XIX were cleared, thus exposing the entiro view of these caves. 

4. Similar deposits opposite cave XXI which obstructed the view were also 
dearefl and the passage has been widened for eas\' motor traffic. 

3, A new pathway was laid out to connect cave XXI with the road and 
culvert recently constructed by the P.W J>., thereby affording an easier approach 
to &ta-ki-Nahani and Indra Sabha.

6. The passage leading to Cannes XXIX and XXXI’^’, which was pre^-ioush^ 
very narrow and liazardoiis, has been widened and a permanent flr nin was con^ 
structed for the flow of rain water. 

7. The passage leading to Indra Sabha which was previously yen- steep has 
now been improved and the walls of the culvert on the passage have been further 
extended and raised for the safcfty’ of visitors. 

S. The area roiLcd the haman tree near the Indm Sabha was cleared of rank 
vegetation and a square masonry platform \yas built under the tree to afford 
shelter and rest to visitoTS, 

9. The causew'ay on the road to the Indra Sabha was replaced by a culvert, 
and tl^ portions of the road on either side of the culvert were raised, thereby 
rendering the road almost unifonn in level. 

10. The heaps of debris opposite the Indra Sabha were cleared. This ha s 
helped greatly in exposing the view of the car^ and rendering the access easier. 

At Ouldabad, the work of the restoration of the Garden and Tomb of IJaal 
Begam, referred to in the Department’s Annual Report for 1345 F., was continued 
during the year under report. Besides the general clearance of the entire area 
the conservation of the mam gateway and the laying out of causeway's and lawns 
iiuside the garden are among the major works which deserve a special mention 
The building of the main entrance was thoroughly repaired both inside and 
out and the roofs and floorings of the apartments of the upper and lower stories 
of the building, which previously w-ere in an extremelv dilapidated condition 
have now been quite adequately conserved and fine plaster was applied to the 
inner faces of the walls of the rooms of the upper story'. The debris of the fallen 
superstructure has been removed from the remains of the Eastern baradurt. 

The side-road to Bani Begam’s (garden, which branches out from the Khul- 
dabad ^lain Road, has been repaired, and a culvert was constructed on thTold 
nwWa to keep the road in good order during the rainy season. 

Another monument which received similar treatment is ilun’im Bagb. Here 
the debns and y^egetation inside and around the monument w-ere removed 
and general repairs were executed to the enclosure w-all of the gar d<^n The cxm- 
sery'ation of the building of the main entrance and the repairs to the tw'o comer 
towers are among the major works done during the y^. 

Repairs were also carried out to the tomb of JIalik ^.(\mbar, where in addition 
to the general clearance of the surrounding area, necessary' rc-poirs were executed 
to the masonry- of the walls and the dome of the budding. The fallen pinnacle of 
the monument iva.s also rcstoretl after the sample of the one on the tomb of Siddi 
Karima, which is a contemporary building of the same type. 

The work of the clearance and conservation of the Daulatabad Fort also made 
considerable progress during the year. The ground round tiie Cbini MahaU and 
the Nizam Shabi palaces was cleared of rank vegetation and the Southern portion 
of the moat and the area adjoining it was also cleared. In the course of tlie 
general clearance of the fort a series of half-finished rock-hewn shrines was discovered 
under the great rock of the citadel. The shrines appear from their workmanship 
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to correspond to the later Bralmiatiical caves of Ellora.* Among the other im¬ 
portant works carried, out during the year inside the fort are the following:_ 

1. Repairs were executed to the rocjf of the Janii* ]irlasjid, which previously 
was in a very precarious condttian. 

2. The Northern rampart of the 3 r£ahakot Darwa^a wb& damaged in places. 
This has been thoroughly re|>aired. 

3. Repairs were executed to the subterranean passage and new steps 
and railing were erected in places where the passage had become difficult and 
hazardous for visitors. 

4. Clearance and repairs were done to the new passage discovered under 
the platform of the Mtndha (Ram-head) gun. 

5. Repairs were executed to the old iron grating and the upper outlet of the 
passage, with a view to restoring the grating to its original condition. A new 
masonry platform w'as also constnteted at this point and this affords an excellent 
view-point for enjojung a sight of the fort buildinp. 

6. The bmlding of the Darg^ of Sakray Sultan and its approach were 
improved. 

7. Repairs were done to the BijU Gate near the Hisar. 

In addition to the above, repairs were also done to the old dilapidated tomb 
near the Frimarv' School of Daidatabad town. The monument is of considerable 
dimensions and is situated on the main road leading to the Fort. 

At Auratigabad, besides the maintenance and petty repairs of the various 
gateways and other monuments, the work of the conservation of Bfbl-ka-^laqbara 
was taken up during the 3*ear and a sum of Rs, 3 ,ooo was allotted for the year's pro¬ 
gramme of work, which includes such items as the restoration of decayed masonry^ 
and plaster, conservation of the entrance gateway and min or repairs to the ^lutjjas 
of the minarets of the Alaqbara. Another smn of Rs.4,500 was eTitru.sted to the 
District Water Works Department for the laying out of the pipeline inside l^Iaqbara 
Gardens. The work is in progress and when complete will help in maintaining 
the existing garden. A scheme for the irrigation of the entire area is tinder the 
consideration of tlw Department. 

In the group of the Aurangabad cat'es, besides the petty repairs executed to 
the caves themselves, two cult'crts were constructed on the road leading to 
the caves. This has rendered the approach safe throughout aU the seasons of 
the year. 

The rock-cut Brahmanical temple of Bhokardau, described elsewhere in this 
report, was also conserved during the year under report. As the cav^e is situated 
on the left bank of the river Kelna, its interior used to get filled up with water and 
silt during the rainy season thus causing constant damage to the temple. The 
interior of the building has been completely cleared and exposed and a strong 
masonry dam built in front of the temple to kee]> away' the w'aters of the stream. 
The sixteen pillars which supported the roof of the temple had badly decayed 
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the roof itself was threatening to give way. The pillars have been stietigtliened 
by means of re-iiiforced concrete anti the worh of the repaiis to the roof is started. 
*411 105 ft. long parapet wall has been constructed on the top of the cave and 
adequate draitiage provided for the disposal of lain water (Plate I a-6), 

Qeaxance was done on a large scale to the Anwa Temple in the Aurangabad 
district, and a wire fencing W'as erected all round the rnoniiment, with an entrance 
gate fixed in the Western side. The sttiroundiiigs of the temple were properiy 
cleaned and levelled and the dome of the shrine was repaired. 

The newly discovered caves of Ghatotknt{;hi a reference to which has already 
been made in the Department's Annual Report for 1343 F, (1933-34 A.C), were 
completely cleared of debris and rubbish. As a restilt of these operations the 
whole group of caves is now easily accessible and a new toscription has at<tn been 
discovered in one of the caves. The passage from caves 1 to III having been re¬ 
paired a new railing is erected along the passage for the convenience and safety 

of the visitors. The doorways and windows of these caves were aW> adequateiv 
repaired. 

At Bidar, a vast programme of excamtion and conservation has been carried 
out. In the Fort the area of the Takht Mahall was further excavated nrnj cleared 
the huge mass of debris. As a result of these opemtious the large courtyard 
ni the rear (West) of Mahall was completely cleared up. Thk affords a nice 
background to the building, A 14 ft. high staircase was provided for the apart¬ 
ments in the upper story of the Mahall, and the mined octagonal dstem in the 
Western apartraeiit of the Mahall was restored with a Shahabad stone marg in p^- 
vided around it. In the Eastern wing of the Mahall, where very' few vestiges were 

of the btuldings which corresponded with those in the Weiem wing, founda¬ 
tion lines were laid out to indicate the original ground-plan of the apartments. 
Fine plaster done to the walls of the octagonal room at the Hortb-westem 
end of the budding and repairs were done to the similar conesponding room 
at the other end of the structure. 

The gap in the rear wall of ^e ChJni Mahall was filled in by restoring the Men 
portion of the w'aU, and the building was thus made secure against the ingres s of 
cattle. The fioorings of the vauoms apartments of the MahaH, which had become 
uneven due to the falling of the superstructure, were levelled and tidied up. 

In addition to the above W'otks the network of roads inside the Fort which 
was damaged on account of the seasonal rains was thoroughly repaired and a new 
road vras constmcted to afford access to the StUda Tiiatt. Repairs were also 
executed to the subterranean passage which leads down into the moat. The 
circuit road round the Fort has been further extended by the gradual cutting of 
the Northern mud embankment and by the filling of the ditch at this point as a 
result of which visitor can verj^ convenientlj- enjoy' from there a view of the 
Fort without being required to get down from his car, 

repairs were done to the first entrance gateway 
of the Fort. The arch of the Delhi Darwaza which had fallen off was also restored 
in accordance with the original design. 
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The conseivatioii of Mahmud College also made eoiisideiable progress 

during the year. The co\irtyard in front of the building was thoroughly cleared 
and levelled and dark cement margtns were laid all round the pUoth of the court¬ 
yard. The position of the original approach to the building, which was through 
an arched entrance, that is now no more, has been set off by means of dark cement 
margins. This work has been done with utmost can* and neatness. 

At Habshi K6t, in the suburbs of Bidar, the tomb of Sh^ ‘Abdul Malik 
‘Ulawi, which is an important landmark in the panorama of Bidar monuments, 
w'as thoroughly repaired and its surroundings were tidied up. 

At A^tur, the surrounding of the Dargah of Hasrat OaMullah were improv¬ 
ed and the approach to the shrine w'as repaired and made motorahle. The old 
steps of the Dargah platform that w'eie washed out on account of the seasonal 
rains w^ere substituted by new stejis. The sard’i and mosque attached to the 
Dargah were made sound by the restoratiou of the screen of arches that once 
adorned their facades, and otlier neccssan’ repairs. Tire double storied mosque 
just adjoining the Dargah entrance, which was in a precarious condition, 
was also fully consetyed. The roof of the upper story of the buihluig was 
badly cracked in several places and the masonxj’ of the arches, domes and walls 
was in an ejstremely dartgerons condition. Adequate measures were adopted 
to conserve the biulding. The cisterns and causeway's attache<l to the mosque 
were repaired and restored in accordance with the original plan. 

At the Dargah itself repairs were executed to the phnth of the structure and 
patches of plaster w'ere applied to the walls of the octagonal enclosure where old 
plaster had peeled off. The facade of the building was further improved by the 
applicatiou of a thin coat of line plaster and by the restoration of the missing turrets 
on its top. The cracks in the dom^ and ceilings were grouted and the interior 
was thoroughly repaired, Tbe tomb of Za^dbu Ba^^a, in the premises of the 
Dargah. also was in a very decayed condition. The masonry of the walls and the 
dome, which was in an advanced state of decay* was strengthened and the four 
doorways of tbe b uilding were adequately conservetL Fine plaster was applied 
both to the outer and inner faces of the building. 

Minor repairs were also executed to the tomb of Ahmad §h^ Baihniain. 
The paintings and inscriptions inside the tomb were tvashed with chemicals and 
the flooring inside and the platform in front of the tomb were repaired. The 
domes of the tombs of Sultln Hasan and ^ahjahan Begam were also repaired 
and extraisive clearance and grouting was done inside the tomb of Shah B.ukb 
04 n. Repairs were also done to the mosqne in tbe vicinity of Ahmad ^ah’s 
tomb. The old well to the South of the latter tomb was cleared of the debris and 
silt and the opmations exposed to view two inscriptions triced into the masonry of 
the well. One inscription, which is in Persian, mentions the fact that the well 
was constructed during the relgu of *Ali Barid n in the year lOiS H, (c, 1609 
A.D.). The other mscription is in Balljodh script. These inscriptions have been 
deciphered and published in the Epigraphia Indo-Moslamica for 1937-3,8. 

The moiinments at Gulbaiga were considerably conserved by the Depart¬ 
ment through the F.W.D. in previous years. But during the year under report 
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the Department launched a systematic campaign of conserving and preserving the 
nionuments of the early Baihinanis and '-^dil Kver since the inception of the 

Department the Government vcas being moved to get the fort evaomted of such 
dwdleis who had taken their abode into it without any permission. With this 
object in view an amount of Rs.1,400 was sanctioned and placed with the First 
Talnqdar, Gulbarga, to compensate the dweUers and to get the fort evacuated. 
In the meantunc a Darog^ and four coolies w'ere appointed to clear the fort of 
rank vegetation and debris. This work made satisfactory progress and during the 
removal of the debris an imdeiground passage has been discovered in the Southern 
portion of the fort leading to the moat which runs outside the fort wall The 
work of conserving the §hah Bazar Mosque, which is one of the oldest and biggest 
masques m the Deccan, was also taken in hand. The plaster of the roof and 
domes of the mosque had peeled o 5 and water used to percolate through them. 
The plaster has been thoroughly restored and the leakage corapletelv stopped 
The domed entrance to the mosque and the flight of steps leading to it were in a 
miserable condition. The plaster had peeled off and the turrets and smaU 
minarets suTTouiiding the dome were cmmblmg down. The stone of the steps had 

conaderably weathered and decayed. Measures have been taken to restore this 
portion of the bnilding to [ts origmal design. 

! During the year tindet report excuvutions were carried out at Masid qua large 
scale aud several a«v sites srete tapped. The work at the old sites was exteudrf 
and the eaves iu the hills were searched with greater eajc. The results of the 
excavations are descriW below rvith reference to the sites which have been 
marked on the map which appears in this report as Plate Xlllt, 

The excavation of sites D and E. which were explorwl in 1345 Fasli also 

yidded finds similar to those of the previous year. They consisted of flakes cores' 
old pottery, crucibles and beads, 

w^icJiistotheNorth-westofsiteD,hastheparticularadvantageof 

b^g surrounded by hills on all sides excepting the East. Here a long treneb 
about 75 ft. m leii^ and 5 ft. in breadth, was dug to a depth of 4 ft.; but 
nothang except aJJuvnal sand was fo.md, which was brought dmvm by the rain ^-ater 
from the suiToimdmg hills. Below the sand at a further depth of 3 ft. ashes in 

whi^ beads of camelian and other semi^predous stones and a few flakes were mixed 
up have been found. 

On going 3 ft. farther deep remains of old fonndations about 5 ft in 
breadth, built in stoue and mud aud runiimg East to West, were discovered These 
l^aina were about 7 ft. deep but trenches were not dug further down, for 
It was the monsoon season and it was feared that the rains mav set in at anv 
time. We had therefore to rest satisSed »-ith the conclusion ttat during the 

pretostone times when man inhabited this spat the level of the place was Smut 
20 ft. Ijdow the present leveL 

Site G; This site is situated to the East of site E. At this place some traces 

^r^L'^ric^.T' pa-ssed through 

^o piehlstorw ^ves, the external signs of which had totaUv disappear^ 

The pottery wluch was found in association with the cist 'resembW not 


\ 
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only in texture to that of the preimtodc graves excavated by the Department at 
other sites but also bore the ' marks ' which are found on it. The graves were 
orientated East to West instead of being as usual North to South. The dst was 
made of small pieces of rough stone slabs of uniform size and inside wrere found two 
human skeletons in a comparatively good state of preservation. Of these one 
skull v.'as nearly intact. The bones have been sent over to Dr, B. S, Guha of 
the Zoolc^cal Sun'ey of Iridia for treatment and preservation along with the other 
bones thathav^e been di.scovered in prehistoric graves. 

Sites I, J and K are situated to the West of site D on the top of the hill. 
The height of tlie hill at this place is about 200 ft. above the surrounding ground. 
1 and J are situated in a small plain and contain some rude constructions which 
have been hopelessly disturbed in recent times. Site K is a natural cavern, 
roughly a square about 8'X8', Excavarions at these places jaeldetl only Hakes 
and cores. 

Site ]bl disclosed a brick pa\%ment and some disturbed remains of old con* 
stmetiouE. It was at this place that a terracotta cylindrical seal, slightly damaged, 
was discovered on the surface. The figures of an elephant and a human being 
with a whip in band are incised upon the seal. When the seal b rolled on some 
plastic material it leaves an impression of the figures in relief. The seal bears 
some resemblance to the Babylonian seals (Plate XIIIu), 

Site E - Suiyanwaii. This site is situated to the East of Sulediibba and appears 
to be a comparatively later site, for stone implements w-ere practically rare at this 
place. But the site abounds in relics of later cultures. During the course of the ex¬ 
cavations in addition to remains of furnaces and slag, which were discovered in 
abundance, three groups of old stmetures were exj)ase<l. The work at site L (i) 
resulted in the discovery of an interesting well which was about 20 ft. deep. It 
was built of granite slate of a uniform size measuring 4* X r J' X fAt the comers 
of the slabs grooves were cut in such a manner that four slabs could fit into the 
wdJ in the form of a frame, thus obviating the necessity of using any cementing 
mortar to keep the slate tc^ether. The well is dry now. Sites L (2) and (3), 
which are to the South of site E (r), disclosed the pavements and foundations of 
old apartments the super-structures of which have complete!}'" disappeared. The 
pavements are usually of brick and in some cases extend over an area of about 
40^X20'. The foundations are mostly of rough stone. The pavements were 
ciisco%'ered at a depth of 6 in. to 1 ft. This site is locally called Suiyanwari. At 
thk stage it will be too early to hazard the conclusion that Suryanwari is a comip- 
tion of Sitwam Nagari which was the seat of Asoka’s government in the Deccan 
and which has been identified by some scholars with modem Alaski. 

Site M: This site is situated to the North of Suledubba, being at a distance of 
a mile and a half from site E towards the West. Here a trench which was about 
5 ft, in breadth exposed a brick pavement extending to a length of 98 ft. Besides 
pavements foundations of apartments were also exposed here. 

Site H: This site is situated on the left bank of the river Maskl about one 
furlong to the West of the Dak Bvmgalow\ Here foundations of a mmisive character 
were discovered imder the ground : and while sifting the earth three gold coins of 
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an unpublished variety were found. These coins have been described under 
the head ' Xumismatics * in this Report. 

The finds at ilaski are indeed of very- great interest. They consist of stone 
implements and pjgmy dakes of chert and chalcedony, the latter rcpTcsenting a 
^eat variety from the point of vdew of t^-pe. technique and material. The lieads, 
like the finds of last year, are of camelkn. lapis laauli, amethj-st. c-iystal, ony-x] 
Tubj and garnet. One snake-head of a reddish semi-precious stone is of great 
interest. It has got a small hole at the base which shoe's that it was used as 
a pendent in a necklace or some other ornament. The majority of the finds are 
coiich-shcU ornaments or stone beads which indicate that shell industry and 
bead factori^ flourishe<l at Alaski at some remote time. SheU and beads have 
been found in different stages of manufacture. M regards beads it can l>e 
definitely stated that they were first rounded and polished, then they were 
bored with liard needles from diametrically opposite points. This fact has been 
illustrated by a vast number of pieces of beads that have been found broken while 
still in tlie process of being bored. The raw material for both these industries 
was imported from distant places. Shell must have been brought from the 
sea coast, the nearest point being at least one hundred and fifty miles off. 
JIatenal for beads must have been imported from different places including 
lapis lazuli from Persia. The terracottas show great variety and high artistic 


Glass bangles and beads show high workmanship and a refined taste w'hich 
were attained by the people of this locality at a later period, about the beginning 

of ae era. Illustrations of choice objects from this coUection appear 

in Plates IX a-b and XII a-b. 

Excavations of an expen mental nature were carried out near the \Tllage of 
Kadkal, which is situated to the North-west of Lingsugfir at a distance of about 
miles. It was at this place that some bronze images representing the Jaina 
rtrtha^ras w-ere discovered by a cultivator while ploughing his field some time 
ago. The nmtter was reported to the Archieological Department and upon 
an examimtion of the site, pieces of brick of an unusual size were discwered 
m great abundance lyfing scattered in the field, which suggested the presence of 
stnicttiral remains underground. 

-As J^a images were discovered at this place it was presumed that a Jaiua 
^emple might have existed there. The view was confirmed by the nature of the 
hnds that were discovered during the course of excavations. It appears that 
the temple mi^ have been of a large size because each side of the main 
buddmg measured go ft. The superstructure has totally disappeared 

^d only the bnck paveiront and the foundations exist now. The pavement was 
found at a depth of 6 in. from the ground level. The foundations were only 
a ut 3 ft. and they were kid on decomposed gneissic rock. The bricks 
were us^ m the construction of thk temple mea.suTe about i7''xio'x^*s' 
«de of the flat surfa^i k plain but the other side lias Loves about 

the brii^'^il^^ ^ «ich deep. They were evidently made with a view to 
the bucks sticking better ni the bnUding tr^aterial. 
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As this site is about a mile to the East of BeUamiayan Guda, ivhicJi is a 
Stone Age sitcj some specimens of stone implements were also disc<ivered, either 
lying on the surfacse, or when the eartli was sifted. But the most important of 
the finds were the seventeen bronze images which represented the Jaiim Tlrthan- 
karas. The largest of these Images measures 22|''XloJ'' and the smallest 
/I'xaJ*, With the images three pedestals were also discovcfred. One of tfaem 
bears a Canarese inscription which is being deciphered. One headless terracotta 
image was also found. This is the representation of a Ttrthankara in a .seated 
posture. Traces of old houses belonging to the time of the main temple are to be 
found all roimd the site. 

A site to the Korth-east of the J attia temple showed trace* of a furnace wlierein. 
smelted quartz and pieces of glazed potten' and slag were found in large quantities. 
Pieces of glass bangles and beads Were also discovered in great abundance, 
some of which show a highly developed taste. 

To the North-east of this site at a distance of about a mile and a half remains 
of the foundations of a massive construction have been discovered. They Were 
covered with rank vegetation and the site presented the form of a mound. On 
examination the rernains of a large building ivhiclr ivas nearly square, measuring 
30 o'X 3 o^^\ have come to light. The su|ieTstrdcture of this building, just as in 
the cose of the Jaina temple, has totally disappeared. The wults whicii were built 
in mud and stone measured about 5 ft. in tliickness, A passage of unifortn widtJi 
(24 ft.) runs all round the main building. TJie main building is divided into 
rectangular apartments of varving dimensioiis. At a distance of about too or 
150 ft. from this building towards the North-west there are remains of smaller 
budditigs w'hich are now in the form of stone heaps. 

In the vicinity of these buildings terracotta slabs bearing uniform circular 
cavities have been discovered. As it was surmised that the slabs were the 
moulds of old coins sonu: trial trenches were dug which eicposed sites of furnaces 
with traces of ash and broken pieces of terracotta moulds and also coins of im* 
known and impublished varieties. As the coins exactly fitted into the moulds 
and as they were discovered in ashes along with the moulds the surmise that the 
moulds were for the manufacture of the coins has been fully coufinned; and 
it has been established that the site is a mint. Some of the coins have on the 
obv'eise a flying garuda facing to the right with folded arms while the others have 
a bull facadg left. These coins bear a legend in Nagan script. As the die for 
the reverse of tire coins was much bigger than the size of the coin itself, no 
complete legend has been found on any of the coins. But from the script it 
may be inferred that the coins range betw'een the eleventh and fourteenth 
centuries A.D. 

To the North of the mint some iirehistoric graves lia\% been discov'ered. It 
appears that at one time they existed in the field in which the mint is located. 
This is substantiated by the fact that one of the trenches w'hich was dug by the 
Department passed through a prehistoric grav'e, the external ^gns of which had 
long disappeared. Excavations at this point yielded interesting results. It 
appears that the body was first cremated and afterwards some of the ashes and 
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the bones vviiicli had escaped calcination were placed in a big jar and buried at a 
depth of about 2 ft. from the ground IcteI. The Ihwcs consisted of pieces of 
slmll, three teeth aud other limbs. The arrangement of the inside t>f the caim is 
different from that found at Hashmatpet,' Tt appears that a pit 5'X5^x6* * was 
dug. About tw-ent}- earthen pots of various sizes were placed in the grave and 
above the pots the calcbed bones W'ere placed. Some of the pots are of a small 
size. Two csitremely disintegrate*! pieces of iron iniplements were also found. 

Excavations of an important nature were also carried out during the year at 
Paithan in the Aurangabad district. The towii of Paithan has a h;da of antiquity 
and romauce about it, as even in the remotest period of India's history it wus well 
known to the ancient Creeks, ngvihiuns and Romans fur its textiles, embnjiden' 
work, bead industiy and particularly for its expjrt through Bamgaza (modem 
Bharoach) of onyx stone. From contemporary cpigraphical records it is ai>parent 
that tow'ards the daw^l of the Christian era Paithan (aacient Pratbstana) v\-as a 
town of con. 4 derable importance, having enjoyed the ijosition of the sub-capital 
of the Audhra-bhritr^as, The huge array of the mounds and old ruins that ilank 
the northern bank of river Godavari attest to this day to the pristine glory of an¬ 
cient Paithan. It was in view of these facts, therefore, that the Dirwtor of 
i:Vrdi£eology had invited the attention of the authorrtiefi as far back as the year 
1915 towards a systematic excavation of this site aud had expressed the hope 
that if excarrations are conducted at Paithan they rvould ' throw ample light on 
the histor)' of the Andhra kings, of which at present only the barest outline is 
knowTi' (vid€ Annital Reports of the Archaeological Department, H.E.H. the 
Nizam's Govemtiumt, for the year 1914-15 and the year 1919-20). 

After a preUminarj' sun^ey of the site the actual excavatiems w^eie started in 
ilay, 1937. The operatious, although of an experimental nature, augured very 
hopeful residts. as in addition to the discovery of several architectural remains^ 
houses, drains, w'ells. etc., constructed in some cases of bricks of an esceptionally 
large size (lorxS'xji')—coj^per coins of the Andhra dynasty and in some 
places, wdiere the trenches were taken to greater depths, finds of terracotta figurines, 
beads of lapis lazuli, carnelian. agate and crystal, all pointing to a still earlier 
cniture, rewarded the kljonr of the excavator. From the *listwery' of the copiier 
cohis, particidarly those with the Bodhi Tree and the Swastika emblems the 
period of the relative stratum may be assigned to the Andhra Dynasty.* In due 
appreciation of the fruitful results of the oiieratioiis the Govenimeitt have Ijeeii 
pleased to allow' the excarmtions to l>e coutmned in future years. 

A detailed article on Paithan Excavations, compiled by the Assistant Directot, 
appears as Appendix C of this Report,

Mr, Syed Yusuf, the Assistant Director, collected rubbings of 8 liiiidu 
(Marathi) and t 2 Moslon. m.9criptioas from Paithan. The Hindu inscriptious 
have been examined by Jlr. R. M. Joshi, the DepartmeTital Research Scholar. All 
of tliem belong to about the cigiiteeuth century and mostly refer to the construc¬ 
tion of the Nag Ghdt at Poithan, i\moag the l^Coslem msciiptiotis the majority 
is of the Niadin ^ahis—one mentioiiiug the name of Malik ' Amb ar, Some of the 
inscriptions beloiig to the Mug^hal dynastv-, one giving the name of Aurangzeb. 

The Director of Archa?olog,v has secured rubbings of trvcntv' more Jfuslim 
inscriptions at Hyderabad and Golconda. These inscriptions mostly belong to 
the Qutb ^ahi and Mughal periods and a reference has been made to some of them 
elsewhere in this report and an article is l>eing compiled uj>on them ivhich will be 
contributed to the Epigraphia Indo-Mo^tnha^ The Director of Archajology

During the year under report 2,494 coins were added to the cabinet of the ^ 
Department. Of these 52 are of gold, gyr of silver, 1,838 of copper and 33 of alloy. 
Of the gold coins one has been presented by the Nagijur Museum and two have 
been purchased from the PrmdnciaJ Museum, hucknow. The Bombay Branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society has presented i silver. 6 copper and 14 alloy coins. 
Mr. Muhammad ;Uimad-ud-Dm has presented to the Hyderabad Museum a 
copper coin of Ti]>u issued from Zuhxauagar lUiut. Tables showing the source 
aud metal of the coins are given in Appendix O. 

The most important acquisition for the cabinet were the coins discovered at 
Paitban, KadkaJ and ilaski. During the course of excavations at Paithan four 
punch-marked coins and about twenty-five .Indhra coins were discovered. The 
Andhra coins are of great interest as they have got the Bod hi Tree and Swastika 
represented upon them which resemble similar symbols found on the Taaila coins 
shown by Majordjeneral S. A. Ciimiingham on Plate II of his book, Cmm of 
Ancient Itidia^ and figured as 78, 15 and rb. 
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At Kadkal. an old site which n as exoa^’ated duridg the year, a mint was 
discovered where terracotta nioidds which were used in the riianufacture <if coins 
have been found. Coins which were also disco^Tercti along with the moulds 
numbered about one hundred and fifty. They represent impuhlished varieties 
and as the legends upon them are incomplete it is difficult to assign them to a 
precise date. But as the legend is in Nagari script and as some of them bear a 
flying garuda with folded arms on one side of the coins, it is most probable that 
they belong to a period somewhere between the eleventh and fouiteetith 
centuries. The gold coins found at Mask! are also of great interest. One of 
them is a tiny piece bearing an elephant on one side and a lion on the other. The 
other two bear a lion on one ride resembling the one found on the Kadamha 
coins, but in oertain other respects they are different from them. These three 
gold coins are also of an impubliahed type and they have not Ijeen as yet 
assigned to any dynasty. 

An article on these coins compiled by Mr, Kliwaja Muhammad Ahmad is 
included as Appendix O. 

The Curator was deputed to conduct excavations at Kadkal and 
in the Raidjur district, under the guidance of the Director of Areh^^logy. He 
was further entrusted with the work of caTiying out some minor excavations and 
repairs at Golconda. The antiquities obtained in the Raipur district and also at 
Paithan, wliich have been described elsewhere in the rt^rt, have been exhibited 
in the Museum in the newly opened Prehistoric Section. 

On the auspicious occasion of the Silver Jubilee of H.E.H. the Nizam's reign 
the Deimtment showed the progress of its works by the display of a number of 
charts, statements, publications and picture-postcards on the first floor of the 
Town Hall. In addition to that the Director of Archieologj-arrangefi an exhibi¬ 
tion of Indian paintings from the earliest times down to the beghming of the 
modem era, on the first floor of the Mnseiuu. The paintings among other 
exhibits contained actual size copies of Ajanta frescoes by I^dy Herrhigham and 
by some artists of the Department. Further one Jiundred and 5i3ct\^ original 
paintings representing Indo-Peraian, Miigbal, Rajput, Kangia, Gujarat and the 
Deccan schools were displayed in chronological order. An instructive note briefly 
describing the lustoiy’ and salient features of different schools was compiled by tim 
Director and placed at the approach to the exhibition. The question of hoiismg 
the vast collection of Museum's paintings has met the faTOurable opinion of the 
Government and the w'ork of erecting a Picture Gallery* close to the Mnsema 
is making a speedy progress. 

The work of collecting specimens for the Museum has made considerable 
propeffi during the year under report. The addition of the Raichur and Paithan 
antiquities has particularly enriched the collections of the Museum, Further 
some fine pieces of sculpture have been brought from Nolgonda, A manuscript 
copy of the Qur'an, inscribed in elegaut Nasth and conbiining a translation of the 
text by Kashifi deserves special mention. An old wooden-frame of a looking 
glass, co\'ered with lacquer and painted in Persiau style is a very good sfiecimen of 
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art. Again some choice specameos have been added to the sections of Bidri ware 
and arras and weapons.

The tix±-cat teniptes of AjanU (to® 2 g* N and 75* 47" E) are ahuated in the Deccan oa the North- 
nj^estem fiontier of the Ni^ani's Dominions, TheF aie 55 milei North of Aurang^had 

a station on the metfe gauge line of the Nizoin's State Railway, or 37 miles South of Jalgson on 
the main line of the GXP, Railway. 

There are 2g rock-cut temples at Ajonla. They e^rtend about 600 yards Emm East to W«t and 
are Gccavated in the face of an almost perpendioilar scarp of rock, wbiefa hordeis on a wiki and lodely 
fiemi-circtilnr gleiip thmngb which dows a stream. Above the caves the ravine terminates abrtiprtJy 
in a waterfall of seven leaps. The caves vary in devatioji from about 35 feet to too feet above the 
bed of the stream. 

There is much that is remarkable in the constmctiaii of tbese ca\'e-tiimpljes. Bat their chief 
interest lies in their wall paintings,^ which once decorated most of the ca™, Eveu as Into ns A 
djrteen of the twentv-iime caves had paintings » But they have suffered damage through vidaitndta 
of time and environment. At present only sin of the caves, namely, Caves I, H, TX. X, XVI, and XVII 
have painting^,^ Birt there are still traces of paint and plaster in almost all the other CaveSp 

The pai nt i ng s at Ajanta bdong to the golden of Indian classical art. They represent the 
wiifcc anil foimtain-hfead from which half the art of Asia drew its inspiralMi: and no one can study 
their rlnrthmic cfjmpofiitiDn, their intrinsic beauty of line, the majestic grace of tbeiT figures, and tlic 
boundlc^ weattb of then decorative imagmy without realising whnt a ^r-reactiing infiuence they 
exerted on the art not of India alone and her colonies, but of every other conntrv to which the reUgioi] 
of Buddha penetrated. Nor are the pomtings to be appraised only in relatkm to the art of Asia, They 
will bear comparison with the best that Europe cotiM pmdnce down to the time of Michael Angek),* 

It is difficult to fonu a very definite ^timate of the date of these paintings. Most of the 
paintings in caves 1 , II, ES, XVI, and even XVUI belong to the 6th century AX,* The later 
paintings m them may be a ccotuiy older, while sirrae of the paintings m cave^ IX* and X may pos^bly 
date from the znd century A.D.* The paintlugi^ which are invi^tigated here bekmg to the 
5 th-7th century' A,D,

Thus thq' seri'e as the earners. They are of am^'gdoloid trap, which is much weathered. The walls 
and ceilings have rough surfaces, which act as 'tooth' for the roiigA fiaster to adhere firmly to them.* 
The bard non-poious trap has eUminated all chances of salt cfllnrescetice, and the paintings are free 
from them * 

(i) Thefimiiiif 

A serirs of experiments were conducted to study the nature of the ground that has been prepared 
to receive the paintings.

With a fine saw the painted stucfo was cot across ^’eiticalty thr migh tht- different layers oompoaing 
tt. The freshly exposed edgp was ground to a fiat surface by gently lufabing it on a plate of groinid 
glass. The fine dust adhering to the edge was remnvied with a camel hair brush. Thus a wt i?a 
showing all the different layers of the painted stucco was prepared. 

On examining Under a travelling micrescope, the prepared section revealed two linea of dear’oge 
or junctioos below the painted layer. This was due to the presence of three distinct layers in the 
stwaro. The fiist jonction is just below the pointed layer and separates it from the layer of jSjw 
fdasUr. The second was between the layers aifiue pluster and the rough piaster. The thkknesses 
of the different layers are as follows:^

In the case of tempera technique, the prohlem of sd€aitifyiDg the hinding medium is difficoll and 
cmaplea. Here the binding media am not weU defined substance, but am accidents, naturally 
qqiTTttiig mmtmes such as gum, resin* linseed or poppy seed oil, albumin, etc. The piolilem of their 
ideatifitalioti is compUcated h>- three facts: (i) the amount necessary to fix a pigment to a surface b 
very (ii) even if the binding medium remains in si/H, it changes it» character in course of time 
through chemical actions of mobtnre and atmtwplteric oxygen, and (uij siuce the chemist cannot be 
allowed to dtotioy large surfaces of paintings, he can get only an insignificant fragmenl to expeiiineut

The fini and the paint film are iveafcly adhering to the easily c minlil i n g rough ptasbir. 

Consequently the painted surface easOy disintegrate* whm brushed or wetted with cold ^ boiling 
wato* At the same time, m* vehicle ootiM he extracted with ether, ddomforni or carbon disulphide. 
That gum has not been used as hhidiDg medinm fa shewn by the failure of the paint film to answer 
hlalfach's test with a-ujaphthol. Methylene blue and methyl violet faD^ to stain the paint film, but 
add green and stained It,* Thus the binding medium should have been ^ne or casein. 

But when a small fmgment of the paint fihn. rvas coveted with a drop of water on n miciosoopic slide 
and the water evapomted. a glue ring with chaTHCteristic glue crakle * was fanned which was dearly 
seen through a microscope. Thus glM is t^ bindi ng mediam used* 

In certain plao®. which wme vcTyn^JtodTthe paint film beimr'«d differently, WTien treated 
rvith dilute hydrochloric add. it disintegtated with efferiTBoeoce and er-olatiou of carbon dioxide 
anil the edd solution gave tests for ealchmi. Since thc /fic plonUr of lime is extranely and 
the» b no infiltradnD of pigment • into the plaster gratmd, the technique employed here ia one of 
lime nudiitm. It will, therefore, be evident that the technique emploj^d b generally tempera while 
in some places, lime medium has also been employed. 

Since the technique lauployed is onfi of tempeia or lime medium, it b difficult to fiud out the 
extent of the work that was done m the course of a single da>' from a study of the ioins * between 
each day'* work. No joins were visible, for it fa likriy that they wire obscured by tlue colouring of 
the background.

Thfi TDck-cut temples at Fllom [20® 5' N atsd 75“ 17' E) sue situated abnut 14 miles to the 
North-west of Autaugabad, a station on the metre gauge line qf the Nitam's State Railway, 
The temples* dating froni the ist to Iith century AJD., are excavated cm the scarp of a large plttteau^ 
aud niR neariv Nurth to Sontii for about a mile and a qaaitet. The scarp at cadi cad of this 
intervo] throws out a horti towards the West, It is where the scarp at the South end begins to turn 
to the West that the earliest caves—the Buddhist ones—are situated: to the Northern horn is the 
ladra Sabha or the Jain group—the other ea^fcrenllly of the series—the remaming caves belnnj^g 
to the Biahmariical giotip. 

There are 33 cave-tmnpka at Bllora. From tTaces of plaster and paint tn thoi it is evident 
that almost all the caves were once fully decorated with paintings, in the Buddhkt group of caves, 
w hich dates back from the ist to 6th century A*D.* there ate traces od paintings in the ceilings of 
Covefl XI and XIT, In the Hrahmanical group of cavea, dating from the 7th to 10th Cffiotury A^D., the 
paintings occur in tite Kailasa temple (Cave XVI), bckrngtng to the Sth century' AJD.^ and in the 
minor group of immimbered caves styled Gaue^a Lena, which belong to the Sth-itthceaitiir^' A.D. 
In the Jaina group of caves, dating from the 8th tu the nth century AJ^.» the paintings- 
occur iu the Indra Sabhn (Cav+e XXXllI). But oio^t of the paintings have suffered much dama^ 
through the ravages of time a nd weather^ and it is difficult to date them. 

The best spedmens of EUora paintiiigs now extant are to be foiMil in the Western and Southern 
porches of the hall of the XaiJasa (Cave XVIJ.^ In spite of the attention drawn to them by 
Fergusson and Burgeas,^ Dr, Ananda K. Ci>trmariaswttiiiy ,3 Mr* Yazdani, and otliers^ the EUorn 
paintings have not been as p<.kpu]aT as the Ajanta ones. 

The Khilasa temple was liewn out of the living rock in the latter half of the 8th Deuhiry A.D. 
Its paintjj^ belong to three different periods os may be judged from th& three itistinct layets of 
them which have \>een revealecL The inner layer of paintings seem to be contcmporaneaiis with the 
constmetiou of the shrine in the 8th eetitury A.D, and resembles the lutet pamdugs at Ajanla. 
The uppermost layer probably belongs to the tlth or the 12th oenturv A.D. Thus the close 
relationship to the Ajanta scbcml w^bich is nntioeable in the inneiw^st layer of pointini^ is gradually 
Ujst in the upper layers until it becomes ffnahy extinct in the paintings of the arcliitrave which, 
probably due to the Northern influence, are more akin to the Rajpift SchooL 

The |iainting at the Canesa i^ena is vwy' crude and shows further decadence of the art* The 
pointings in the Jaina caves ore not in any way superior in technique. They are nunre debased in 
oouvcutiDn and soulless in fediug.

in the origntal material of the plaiitei as arr fropinityp Comhitied water and organic matter together 
occur to the extent of 3*04% ttnd respectively. The or^arLic matter must ha\% been due 

almost to the \^egetable fibres purposely added to the plaster and not driff to any cirgmijc biRdiDg 
medium in it^ as will be shown later. 

T aking the rough lime plaster^ it is dear that lime and sand are the principal components* and 
the causes responsible for their oonsolidatiou ate verv weil known^^ 

The hjw peioeiitagje of iruu and alumiuii (exrsept in the of the plaster from Cave ^CIl) 
and of sulphnnc onhy^diide is significant.

On accoimt of their KCtf-eme thinness and the strong binding between tbe^/Efw pltfsUr {md the paint 
film and between tte Jim plaiter and the rough plasUr, it was vtutt cUfficult to get samples of 
ptasier completely freed from the paint film and the rough plater. But some of the stropings of the 
fim plaster, caxebilly freed of the rough pla^ and the paint film, was cnilected and teated with 
dilute bydrocblodjc ad<L The sempinp dissolved with effervescence and erolutioii of carbon 
dlomde, and the add solntioa gave tests for ealdnm and feeble reactions for sulphate, thmM" 
showing that a mi^ure of htni^ ^d caJdum stdphate. the latter occarring fuHy in relatively wry 
smaU proportions, probably as an impurity, w as applied ow the rough pls^ to serve m jim plasUr:^ » 
In this connection, it is intoe^ting to note that rough plaster of mod wag common at Ajanta, ^ 
Bagb,® Banjivttn Atid KidL® Rough placer of lime was cmnnmn with South Indian wall pointings 
at Sittannavasal,* Tanjore ^ and Conjeswnrnm,* But the ground for the HUmil paintings is in mud* 
T i m p or both* the last one occurring hi distinct layers. While the fine plaster of Bamiyan and Kkil 
is of gypsum, that in Ajanto^ Bigh nnd Ehora seem to have been a tuiidme of lime, and small traces 
of g>'psuin. 

Inert Miderials tn the Pia^: 

The results of cbenucal analyses show that sUicap lime and Iron are the inert materiiils in the 
mud plaster* 

In the case of the lime plaster, the lesnlta of chemical aiuJyses show that sand alone has been 
used ns inert mater taL But if the artist had added mathle dust nr powdsed limestone or shell— 
the original material from ivhich the hme for the fresco had been prepared—rt would not have been 
in the oouT^ of chemical analyses. Further ejgperbnewts ^ would be uecessaiTp and sndi 
ej^perimenu show ed dearly (i) that niarbk dust is not present, and (2) that the plaster contains 
particles of silica with imn omde as impndty^ the latter occurring both as hydmted yellow oy ide 
anhydrous red oxide. Thus in ptepoiing the lime fhr the plaster a part of the original matennl 
had been burnt, while the remaining portion was kft unbiimt or that a mliitiiie of burnt and rniburot 
raateiial had been used for the plasty. At the same time them were particle with density ^*74 ^ 
ocenning in the plaster^ Thus limesbme alone has been used for preparing the lime, smd a portkm 
of it bos been used as inert material. 

Technique 0/ laying the ground ; 

The preceding tables show that the percentage of combined water and organic matter in both the 
earth and lime pListers vuries from 2^94% to 3*04% and from 1-07% to r3'i3%, respectively* That 
it is not due to the presence of any oTgauic binding medium like drying oil* glue, olbnrmn or casein 
is proved by the failure of methylene bine, methvl violet, acid green or iodocosin to impart any staia 
to the rough piaster.^ "Sot did the rough plaster answei Moli&ch's test with a-naphtltn! for the 
piesmce of gum or any other carbohydrate. Thus gumbas not been nsed in the rough plaster. These 
reactions were eormojDn to both the mud and the lime piaster*

As has already been explained, this is due to the iU burnt lime having been nsed for the plastw or 
hnint and powdered limestone having been mixed with plenty of ttob ntnt limstmie. ft most be 
tnentiotwd here that the plasters—^both mud and lime cmes—contain, a large quantity of vegetnhle 
fibres, whkh are difficult to identifr-' Thus the consolidation of the lime plaster has been biDaght 
about partly by the plastidtr of day * * and partly by the vegetable fibres.) 

The rough plaster is mostly composed of burnt and unbntnt limestone together. No 

extraneons inert material seems to have been added. The prraence of silica may be explained as as 
impurity otigmally present in the bmestnue. Xfnder these conditiDiia one can work out the probable 
appmaimate compositifHi of the limestone that has been used in the pr^matioa of the plaster,

Considering the fact that impurities might have been aseodated with the limestone fimn which 
the plaster has been prepared or with the plaster itself the proportion of the ealcimn carbonate in 
the various specimens of the plaster appears to be approximately the same except in Cave 
which has a lower perooitage of tb** Carbonate. 

ifethod 0 /laying the groHnd - — - 

The reenlts of anab'nes indicate that the artists applied the fby t coat of plaster of dtb^r feirti gto on* 
earth or of lime to a thicknes varying with the inequalities of th** sutiiaoe of the tamer, lb abnost 
all the cases examined the mud plaster was oovered with one or two coats OT t^ugh ptader of lime. 
It is not known whether there was rough plademf mud alone, without the Jnpenmposing thne [doster, 
as at Ajanta. lu all cases, the plaster, whether it was of earth oj of time, was alwa^a ndnforced 
with vegetable fibres.

It not possible to mllect other pigments on account of the damaged conditicFn of the 
paintings, ft is also likely that the colour scale is Imuted as is nsuall>' the case with Jr£SC4> paintings 
such as ia adopted here, for pigments, which are aensidve to alkalies, should not be used with lime. 


(4) Th^ Binding Medinm 

From the available specimens it was seen that the paint layer is weakly adhering to the pUster* 
It withstood brushing hut easily dismtegmted when soaked even m cold water. At the same time^ 
DO vehldfi couM be -^racted from it ivith ether, chtorofonn or carbon disulphide. Methylene bltie» 
methyl violet, acid green or iodoeosin imported no stain » to the paint film. Nor did the paint fihn 
answer the Molisch’s test with pt-naphthoL 

These expermeats sibow that the paintiogs have’ not been executed in i^mpfr& techniqne. 

On treating a small fragment of the paint film with diliite hydrochlark ncid, it db r nt egnLied 
with evolution of carbon dioxide and separation of sUica and the add solution tested for caldum. 
Thus it wiw Um* that had been used for binding the pigmenh But sinoe the pigments have not 
interfused or spread Iwieatb the plaster groujid.^ the tedmiqne is one of hVittf medium. This is also 
confirmed by the absence of brash marks.® This is to be exp^ed. The lime of the rough 
has not been well prepared and consists mostly of unbanit lime, so that no frtw jrtsm ^vork ODutd 
have been executed on it At the same timCi the^n^ pla^ of lime anil caldmu sulphate is so very 
th\n that it coiiM not have remained wet suflkiently long for the cnmpletiou of the painting in tmt 
fr€S^ style. 

Since the tedmiquii employed Is not trw fresco but only lime medium^ it is net possible to trace 
the joins* in day to day's work and to determine tlit tinie taken in pointing a grpi>r, Such joins 
cannot camly be seen in Sven otherwise the joLnS could have been easity obacared 

by the coloured back ground. Further, the pointings have imdergorie such damage that it was very 
difficult to trace the jnins.

Puiihan Ex^^valions.i By Syed Yim^\ Assistant Director df Afchstologr, 

Fai th as it nf>w cxistSj. Ls the headquarters nf the Tahsii of the satHe n^tni* in the Atirang^haH 
District of OUT Bomlrdons lying at a distance ol 33 miles Sonth-wtst of the City of Aimuigubad. 
The town is situated on the motnLds of noned honsesi whidi having heeti destroyed every now and 
again by flfKxJ havocs, have j^Bumed the shapes of small hillocle. The nmdem town, built on the tops 
of the^e artificial hilkjcks, presents the appearance of a hilhstation and attracts the sight of the visitor 
from a long distance, I^iirther, the rivet IkKiavarip taking a serpentine onurse and encircling the town. 
on three sMes^West, South and East—lends a peculiar charm to the landscape. Tall ^ires of 
Hlndti temples, stepped Ghats along the banks of the river and lofty red-brieJe bouses with mnnded 
comers are the speckl features of modem Paltbon. 

The origin of Paithan, as its very name tesdhes to* may be traced to those remote centuries of 
India s utiktioivn history when this land was the home of the ancient Xhavidiona. For the word 
Paitan is of pure Draridian eirtractioni^ sigiiifj'iiig as it dues, to the piiKeittt dav^ a towTi of large 
dimensions. In early Buddhist tmns „ however^ the existence nf a town* situated in the Godavari 
valley and in name very much approaching the name of the mpdem town of Paithan* seems to have 
been an accepted feet. 

In ancient Pall literature the name qf 'Patitthana* h!iis been recorded tugether with the names of 
Ayojha* Bamasi^ Cbompa, Kampdla, Kosambi, Maulhura* Mithila, Rajagaha, Roruka, Sogala* 
Savatthi^ Ijjjinl* V^esali, etc,,—towns that douiishcrl in the days of the Buddha—f^t^l century B,G, 
Parenthetically* tt may be added here that recent archsological research and explomtimi has 
investigated and identified the sites of a majartty of ihe^e anci^t towns. In the r^x^rds and 
documents of the Bhik^us, wandeiing teachers* mendicants and merchants* Patitthona has been 
mentiotted ob the Southern tetminus of the Sav^ti:hi-^pgiff H-hang trade route, further, it has been 

described os a city that nestled ou the honks of the rivet Godavari. This helps a great deal in firing 
wdth confidence the liK^otioa of the anctent site of Patftthanu which may now well cfirre^ond with 
the site of the modem town of Paithan on the banksof the river Oodavari in the AmangiibKd District 
of His Exalted Highness the Kizam^s Dominioas. 

In later records left hy the Greeks, Asoka, Ftuletnyp etc,* this town has been called by a namei 
which, excepting for slight variatfoiLs* is veiy much shnilor to its present rmme. Flertlmn, as this town 
is named by the Greek traYcUer, Arrian, haw been mentioned as a very fionriahing ritj' of the Souths 
f^ous fiir its textUes, jewellery and bead industry. This city exported stone in large qnanti^ 
ties through Barugoxa (mr.xleni Bharoach)* Pliny* the Roman writer of the ist century A.D#^ pays 
a high tribute to this town by stating that*it is the glorinns capital of the Andhras V Ptolemy^ 
the Egyptian geographer and astitmumer, traveUing (p India in the tat b^H of the 3 nd century A.D., 
recrntled in his aimah that ‘Baithona* w^as the capital of ‘Siro Ptilomaios \ and the author of the Pari* 
plus culls this town by the name of Puethunii. Another nume of this tomi which has been preser^'^ed 
in andent reotuds is * Pratisthana ^ The last meutioiied name is to be found [ii the inscription on the 
Pfthalknra Caves io the AurangabSd District and in the Pralisihana Afahatmaya^ a Hindii legemiary 
account which deals with the ev'ents relating to tlie fotuiding of this city- In one of Asoka's inscrip¬ 
tions a metitkin is made of Baddhist missionaries having been sent to the 'Petenikas*, which can be 
mi other than the people of Paithan. 

Snfigee it t£> say that though vitdnusly ku<m-n os Patittlmna, Pldtbaiii Bolthona, Foethana, 
PmtLstliatia, ett, the of Paithaii found an impofHnf- place in the writings of the ondents and 
it was behind no other town of any import in the old Buddhist days. At one time in the Indian 
histcry, there was no power in India equal hj strength and prowess to the indhraSji utuI Eaitlum haring 
served as the capital of this dynasti" retitined* in its own turn, its tioditioanl grraitucss.

Towards the end of the third ceiittir>' B.C- a waxTior 
named Siuiuka uprooted Llae Stniga and KLanva dynasties which followed the gieat Statu-yps and 
established an indepernktit kingdom of his own and hud the foiuidatdon of a dynasty which latei on 
came to be known in history as the Andhms. Althongh vcry^ little U known of the genealogy <if the 
Andhm kings* and the history of this period b stifl aJioast ignite obsnure, yet from the epigriipliicai 
records left hy the various itieml>efs of the dynasty some infannaiiort can he gathered about the name 
of the f□mider and ^me other prominent meiul>ers of the House. Tor instance, the iasertptums in 
the ?Jam^hat Caves near iiombay the name of the founder, Shnuka, and speak of some other 
members of the family, like Sil ^atakatni. Prince Haku Sri, Princse f^atavnLiiia, l^shavadn, etc. The 
mficriptions of the >asrk Cave mention the name of King Gantamfpiitra SatakamI and record some 
of the important pnlkical events of his reign. They givep besides, the names of Kriabna. the brother 
and snccessot of Smmka. and of Plmnaja 1. The Caves at Kanheit near Unmbay reemd the name of 
Cautamlputm Sri Yajna Satakami. and the inscriptinns on the stupas at Smdji and x^mraoti mcnticm 
the names of Sataknroi and Pulmayi 11. It was during the leign of the latter king that Ptolemy 
visited Tndijt, aa he has mentioned the name of this monarch in his anmds. 

Originfllly, the indhia kings had their capital at Bhany^tak (modem Amraati) near the ddta 
of the Krishna but towards the end of the ist century A-D, the Andhras feh the necessity of having 
another capital in the Korth-weat to protect their dominions from the inroads of the Horthem tribes* 
like the Sokas* the PaMavas, the Vavan^, the Ka^ahamtt^ and others. In this way, the kingdom 
of the Andhias was, for diplomatic reaaons, divided into two parts* each with a separate capital at 
Dhnnyakatak and Faithan, respectively. The fact that Fratlsthana [Falthan) was the sub-capital 
of the Andhras is evident from the inscriptiun of the PIthalkhura caves as also from the writings of 
foreigners like Arrian, Pliny, Ptolemy and uthem. The branch of the Andhros which established its 
capital at Foithon adopted the humble title of ' Andhnihlijitias'—the of the Andhias. trater 

on this dynasty took the title of '^tavahin^\ The mscripliori of the Knsik caves bolds that 
Gantmnlpntra Satnkatnl, the greatest of the monarch^ nl this line defcaterl the aggressor^ of the 
North p—the Sok^^ the VavanaSp the FahlavaSp and the Ka^hahaiatt^p luid restored the glories of 
the Andhra House. In cimmemoratioii of this event the Kaja performed the AsvamTda (Horse- 
sacrihee) and adopted the title of Satakaml^ which later on changecl into Salavahina and 
into ^^ivoMn. The Skalivahiui «mp corresponding to yd A.B.p which is still in vogue in the [Deccan, 
is supposed to have hetni inaugurated by this Itaja in order to keep fiesh the memory of his victory 
won over the northern invaders andp further, the lomity-nanie of the dynasty^' Satavahini * seems to 
bavx been associated witli the title adopted by this kiiig. 

Apart from the material which these inscr^tions famish about the political historv of the period 
they give us an idea of the intelloctual, sodal and rehgiatus ofinditions af the times. The Atirlhm 
kiog^ were gmat patrons of art and mchiteCtuie, os the rock-hewn temples of the Bombay' Presidency 
aod some of the caves in the Kizam^ Bomioiotis l>ear tw ajtnnnx r to the aesthetic and artkiic 

geniiis of these tnormrehs. The looguage used in their Inscripfioris was Prakrit and the names of the 
kiugs were genemlly indicated by meaiu of metronymke^or example, Caatami-pnira Satakarnf, 
i.e., Satakaraf, the son of Gautonn, etc* As regards the religion of the ^dbma, it con he gathtred 
from thdr epigraphical records and aivhitectural remains that they professed Brahnuinuanp and some 
of the Princes ewi performed hotsc-sacrifice. yet they had a strong indination towards BuddhtEra 
as they endowed gram^ to the foUnwers of that religion and erected chmitym, viWraa mjd mpm 
lor the use of the Buddhists. 

From the humble atieiupt made to draw up a short sketch that has been prcsciited k the above 
lines aome idea can be formed of the Andhras and theii 'Clorlons Capital It [n due onsicieta- 
tion of the archrookigiail importance of this site, themfore, that Mr. G. YajEdanip 0,B.E., our Director, 
drew' the attenriou of the authorities towards a regular escavatbn scheme of the site in the year igt4 
and eicpfiMed the eager hope that if e^vations are conducted at Paithan they w^qJd ’throw ample 
light on the history of the Andhra kings, of which at present only the barest nutline is known’— 
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[mdr Annual Ruport oi the Aidisefiliipcal Deparbntiit, H.E.H, the Nkam's Qo^Timinetit, for die 
year 1^14-15, pp. lo-ix, fliid for the yimi igi4-ao, p. 6), 

The hope cben^ed Iit the DUector was realized tc^ a very great oteti t when the actaaJ cipenaions 
were started duriii|r the pressit year. In May^ ^937^ the operatjqnjt were cocttmeDc.^ with nuLkiiig 
experimental shafts on fotir pramismg sites on the tnoonds near the Ghlt^—a momimnit of the 

medieval Huidu period, situated to the South-west of tnixlem Paithan and constructed tin the N'ortbem 
i>ank of the Godavari. The shafts were gradually utended into big trenches as thei- revealed duds 
both in the nature of stmcttiial Femains and smaller antiquities. 

The treuches, tuken tjo an average depth of 18 ft. and in i*ome placfs^ the digging hnH to be 
carried to over 25 fU Cri nue of the trenches traces were noticed of six layet^ of prewous habitation^— 
one hniLt over the femains of the other—and the shifting nperatiotis revealed smaller antiquities 
liekiiigLEig to the Torions pedods^ which almost completely tallied with the cultural chaTacteristics 
of each period. For instance^ the top-most la>^ of buildhigs—constmeted of stone In lime and brick 
in mud—'found at a depth of about 4 ft. from surface, exposed to sdew Bdtiah silver rupees, gold and 
silver jewelleiy, copper and pottery titensib. etc., of recent ongm. The neat stratum appeared hi 
belong to the iSth and 19th ceutuiies and yielded* along with other ubjccts* coius of the early Asaf 
Jslhl monarchs, and the third layer was found to contain the antiquities and ^ver and csopper coins 
of the Mughal perrod. As regards the bvurth stratum, the iiiterestuig disciivery mode about 
it was that the walls and foundatums of a fortner layer (the fifth one), were generally found tilted and 
aLmtiiig and in some cases traces were also \^sihle of the entire W"alls having fallen flat. This disc^veiy^ 
gave rooiu for the logical conjecture that the site was ouce smittim by a fiDckl and washed 
clean id all traces of habitation. It may not be out of place tu menlioo here that the local 
nickuouie, ^ UltJ-nagarf*—capsized tovrUj by which Faithiin is still reinenihered, to refer to 

»>me such calamity and may well ooniinn this conjectare. Chief among the niiuor antiquities 
discovered in as^^ocLiitiou of these layers were some Tnghlnq and Baihmanl coins and these iltwl^ 
tended to show that the suspectecl flood must have occtifted some time towards the ch^ of the 
fourteenth or the banning of tlie hlteenth century. 

In order tn approach the fifth layer the treudi was token to a depth of over 8 ft. Suhsequeuti 
when both the fourth and fifth layeis w^erc exambed the operations were cuntiaued further ia the 
search for any tucire vestiges of dd habitatiau. But no traces of ouy striictnral jemains were found 
til! the hard digging of another d ft- had actually been done. At first this long gap lixiked somewhat 
tiresome and discouxagiag but the finds of minor objects—specially of old Audhia ojius—afiorded 
!iome timely relief and consolation to the exca%^tur and at the same time extended hopes fd another 
hidden siralum undemeatli. The sixth layer, which will be described in detail below^ waa at last 
disem^cred under a thick layer of sand and river-silt at a total d^rth of ih ft. from surface IcveL 
The remains of this layer when fully exposed were fotmd to oooipdse two oblong fitructufCB, hcdlt 
of burnt bricks and placed side by side, with a 3 ft. wide lane separating them. The hTicks used were 
of a very large sire varying between t4 and ifi inches in length ^rnrl no trace of any lime was found 
anywhere in the coostmction. Mod mortar has been used for cemeutiiig together the hricks and thuj 
fact Gombined w^ith the sire of the bricks eslabUshes the antiquity of the structurea, for it shows 
that the buildings were CDfistructjed long before the use of lime come mto vogue. Another spedat 
feature of these stractures was that they i^ere found to be placed In strict regard to cardinal points, 
with their longer axes pouttiug towards the West. The walls of the stmcturis w'em extant up to a 
hdght of about 3i ft and their outer surfaces had rounded Eucuddiugs, which have been carved otit 
of full bricks^ The higger of these buildings has three cxuupartments arrauged tu a line—a rectangular 
tapering hull {10' 3^x5' I*)* preceded by an ohlnng antechamber (13' d'X 4" ?') which adjoins a 
rectangular chamber (13* ■0^x9* 9*). This chamber has a recessed niche (6* ■o'^X3^ j'), towards its 
Western cud. The other building has abo a rectangular hall (19'xta^), sum^unded by a gallery 
(3 ft. wide), and a similar recessed niche towards its Western end. 

In the same stratum but a little lower (4 ftO than the level of the buildings and at a distance of 
about 200 yds^ to Scuuth of them were unoifthiHi traces of a brick diaiUnK The drain has 1i«o 
constnicted of bricks of an ^tmordioMiily large siie {2o|['xH'x3K) and no lime mortar waa fouqd 
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^myvrliere in th^ coustructiQn^ Three cylmtlncaJ brtch sliiictureft (each 4I ^ ^ diameter) were 
fotind in a line with the drain but as these stmctur&i were not connected with the dndn in any manner 
thcii object oouhl not be explained n pl»*^s the drains aie tiiken for channels supplvirig water to boiuvcfl 

from the ciicnloi ccinstmctbns which may be * wells^ 

The proof about the antiquity of the buildings and the drain mciitiaocd above^ apart from the 
size of the bricks ami the absence of lime in their constmetjon* is to be met with in tla nature of the 
5Tn:iT [i*r antiquitics fotmd in close assoinaiioii with them, hqnare copper corns of a tmique type* 
hitherto unidentified, were discovered in large numbers in level with these remams and a lump of 
h^n such *>!**”** was fnitmd tieoT th^ bcd of the drain. The Goms he deserfbe'd in greatei detail 
presently. 

lixcavatiou in the other trencheSp besnlts those with the brick buildings and the drain mentiuned 
above, did not rweal structural remains of any rigtiificanoe, jrithatigh the trenches were taken in some 
places to a depth of over 25 ft. But these tnaiches were highly fruitful so far as the discovery of 
smaUer antiqiiitiiss was corusmeil.* ?^at«worthy among the finds were beads of burnt cla>% lap^ 
lazuli. agate> crystal and corueliaii, terracotta figurines and moulds, pottery utensils with incised 
marks, atipii objects^ ebc., which from thi^lr technique and workmanship can well stand oomparisoo with 
sunDar objects recently discovered by the Hyderabad Arclias>logical Department at the prehistoric 
site of MasJd (Raichflr District), 

Among the minor antiquidea of a little later date are the lump of the ten square copper isjms 
(eacdi I' square] stickiiag to one another and betrayir^ nmriis of a doth in whkh they were tied up^ 
a hoard of k»BC cpinpp aa well as a eoflection ol four smaller diculor punch-marked coins and a 

round lead coin* The last menriDned coin h. beyond doubt, of the Andhras, as similar coins have been 
previously found on other old Indian srtea and idetitihed by numismatists. The square copper coin^ 
also with slight ^-ariations appear to belong to the same d^’nosty, as like the Andhrm colus found at 
Tojdla and idcnlified by Cmminghara, these coins also bear the emblem of the Boelhi Tree and the 
Swastika, the Latter sign in this cose having been represented by a cross. The coios^ wbicb are quite 
unique in these respects, are at present tinder scrertiny and when identified may arid very valuable 
infotuiation to our knowledge of the coinage of ancient India and at the gome time thicwr cansiderabk 
light on the history of the Andhra dynastyp 

In short, the excavations conducted by the Department during the present year^ tboiagb ot an 
experitnenial nature^ led fnrtmately to the discovery of antiquities td a culture which ilid not end 
only with the Andhra pericid but penetrated even beyond It far Into the darkest recesses of India's 
mi kn own and obscure history. Ae there is an extensive field for work In Poithan and as the new 
discoveries have almost practically established the Identity of ancient Poithan with the rite recently 
ppeiiEil and examined by the Deportment, H.E Ckivemment have gradouriy decided to ooutnme 
the work in future years and it is hoped that when the operations ore conducted on a larger scale thef 
would duuw a fl^Mid of light ou the history of the Andhra dynasty and may os well lead to discox-erks 
of a still eutlief dvilmadon.

A Sanskrit Inscription from Kdydnl, 

By R. ]!hf. Josaif 3 i» 4 .j Researeli Scholar, Arctuealof^icaJ Departmeiit. 

The estnnipages of this iiucriptinn were kindly handed over to me by G. Yazdani. Esq., M.A,. 
O.B.E., tKiector of Archiealogy. The uiacriptioii ia lying loose in the Uasaitil Baigah in the fort 
at Kalyanl. which is 3a tniles west of Gtilbarga. Local enquirieiit elieited the information that the 
inscription was ftrat discoTcnd in Yeha Nagar (Allah Xagor?}, a bcality of the place, and thence it 
was taken to the tort. 

The inscnptiQa is incised on a black stone. The iucised portion meaBuies three feet nine auci a 
half bches in length and one foot nine aud a linlf inches in breadth at the upper end and one foot 
eight and. a half inches at the lower end. Above the incised portion there is the digit of the oiixm 
(3' 7' tn dtanieter) to the left and a drde (3* in diameter} representing the son to the tight. The 
u^ption has 32 lines. The beginning of the srst and 32nd line is wiLmug because the stone b 
slightly damaged there. On the average there are 21 letters in each line. The height of the letters 
varies from l|' to The alphabet is okl Nagari nf the Koitlictn type and reserablci Danlatabad 
plates of Jagadehamalla roly AJ>.. published as monograph No. 2 in the Hyderabad ArdisBologiail 
Series. The rue of both the Prishthn Matia (bach stroke) and the Sirsbamitra (head stroke) b 
freely made. The language b Sanslmt. The text is partly prose and partly metiicuL The verses 
begm from line 14. The metre used is SardQla Vfkridatfl na (13-7-I9 ma. &a, ja, sa, to, ta. and ga}, 
Th* l angu age b gra m a tfca lly oorrect. OrthogTapbicatly only one thing b mmarkable aad that is the 
use of 3 for S. 

The insetiption bears the date twice, once at the beriming in figures and next iu line 18 expr&sed 
in significant words. Both the dates perfectly agree with each other. It b Mhuday the fifteenth 

day of the bright half of Kortika, Saha 1248, cycle year Eshaya correqiooding to the lOth Kave]ii1>ct, 
1336 A.D, 

The iuscriptian refers itself to th* rdgn of Sulfin Mnbamiiiad who bad hb chief nunuter Malik 
Kamadih performing all the administrative duties in llahamshtra. He had apptiiuted 
Ahmad at ‘ Kalyan*. Due to a mutiny the Uxal temple was defiled. Attempts wc« made to find 
out the image and reinstai it in the former plajoe. Neitapal, the son of Th^iir Halapo, perhaps nut 
of hesitation, ounsnlted the local Q 3 jd who spoke as fuUnwst— 

That is yiuir rdigiotis and family dnty and you should act up to it.* 

So while Sutfan Muhammad., the * lord of the world * was reining supteoie and hb minister 
Kamadin was prosperous, Enlyan. with its increasing gbry, had the chatiot of Sambhu moving f i«ly. 
Naina S i tiha s son, the best of the Eayasthas, who was perhaps a worshipper of \'islina did uot lifce 
the idea. In 124 ^ baka qrchc year Kshyi oa the full moon day in Eartika when at Sei^rnchaJa Cod 
Thokur b generally worshipped, God Siva, Madhukeghwar was installed. Even God Madhuk^wai 
ivith hb oruaments of serpent and hig prowesa, as one who timnlc the deadly pabou, is quite potent 
to leud bnghtness to the inteUect of hb devotees. Through his benevolence the whole world will 
have its desites fulfilled. The inscription b written by YljByndrtya. 

Malik Kamadin may be Qivamuddin. titled as Qutliish Shan. The lebclHoa referred to niiisi 
be th* one raised by Baha'uddiu Gurshasp, sistcr'a son to GhuttL'nddiu Taghlnq. end therefore fiist 
cousin to Mnhamauul Tughluq. He held the fief at Sagar about 10 miles North of Shoraput arid 
enjoyed a great infiuene* in the Ihiccan. 

The deity referred to is God Madhulee^wor, Modhtike^bwar, i.e. Sfva b th* family ddly of the 
Kadarabas of Banbasi, and the tenple of thb God b still there {PiaU CXXXVTI CialiiH^an Arcki- 
tceititt by Couaens). It is really straugc that the najiie of Madhako^war irhonld not appear in tlic 
other ^alukyau inscriptions. Even at Kalyfiui there is nothing to indicate the **irfTnrp of the temple 
dedicated to God Madhukeshwor. It b quite lemaikable that the local Muslim officer should be 
consulted in the matter of lemstalling an image in the Hindu temple aud that he shtmld give hb 
assent inviting their attention to the fact that it is their religinus duty and they should act ooxirkiing 
to it. Even the dignified way in which the Muslim names, spedally those of Sultan Muhanmiail and

Jtfd/e on the bf the Hyderahad Museum fer ifst year /j^ F. A .C.J.

Daring thft year under report the Curator was deputed to oondtud exeavatuins at Kadkal and 
MaakI and to collect antiquities in the Rai^flr District under the gnidruus of the Director of 
Ardueology, The tour was a great success. It resulted in the discovery of sis prehistoric 
sites and a tnliuLble collEction of antiquities dating from prehistoric ^ about the <avtb and 

seventh centnry AJ>. These antiquities have been described in greater details elsewhere in this 
Bapori. After his return from RflichOr IMatrict the Cumtor was deputed to conduct oonservatitm and 
excavation in the Golconda Fort where some interesting jueces of old chlnaware were discovered 
along with other antiqiiititis of equal importance. 

Mr. M, Joahi, M.A,, the Kesenreh Scholar attached to the htnaenm, was on privilege leave for 
a months and 6 days and Mr. R. K. Subhedor. B.A.. officiated in hia pinr f 

£xhibittbH and visits. ^The untiqiuties collected during thp oourse of exiiayatiort and survey in 
the Sai^Qr District were clasified and arranged in the Mitseuni along with those which were dix* 
ctnrered during the oonrse of excavations conducted by the Departinfint at Paitban in the Anrangahad 
District. The exhihitioii was a marvelloua success and it was visited and appreciated by Hk 
EatceDniEy the Presitlent and the Hon'ble MHnbers of the Executive CounciL It attracted a large 
nnrnb cT of professors and students from the colleges and schools. 

Silver Jubtlee of HM.H, the A isfrm, ^Tbe year I34h Kasli ia important in the history of Hyderabad 
far the commemotation of His Exalted H 3 *^in^ the Nixamk Silver Jubilee, An exhibition on a vwy 
large scale was arranged in the Public Gardens to deruonstiate the progress which the various 
Departments made during the auspicious tdgn of His Exalted ffighness. The Ardueological 
Depmtment hod arranged its charts and statements and pufatications in the first floor of the Town TT^p 
for display. In ndditloti to that the Director of Archaeology arranged a representative exhlbitkni of 
^dian Art in the first floor of the Museum Building. An instructive note on the history of pamting 
in India from the earliest times down to the beginning of tht modem era was compiled by him 
tod placed at th^ appraach to the exhlbhiaiL 

The paintings which consisted of actual axe copies of Ajantn paintings by Lady Heningbam and 
the Departmental artists, berides one hundred and sbetj' typical and original pamringa, lepresentiiig 

Ind(>Perskn, Mughal, Rajput, Knngra, Gujarat and the Deccan Schools, were displayed in a 
dashed order* 

PiciUTA GaUffy^ Yot tiie puipose of honsidg caskets and other objects connected wftit the Silver 
Jubilee of HbExal^ Highness it was gradoosly commanded by HU Exalted Highness that a povliion 
thonld be erected in the Public Gardens. As the proposal for constructing a Picture Calleiy in the 
Public Gardm w'as peodiog for a lijag time the Government were persuaded to amalgamate the 
Caalret Pavilion and the Picture Gallery into one beaurifnl edifice, It will be interesting to note 
that the work of construction has been taken in hand and is progreming at a very good speed. 

Numismatics. ^Daring the year imd« report 2.494 coins were added to the Cabinet of the 
Museum. Of th^ 52 are of gold. 571 of silver. 1.B38 of copper and 33 of alloy. The most 
important acquiritioiis for the Cabinet wee the coins discovered at Pahhim. Kadkat and MnaVf 
A note on these coins appears as Appendix O. 

Manuscripts. During the year under report fonr manuscripts (Hos. SS31. 8S3a, 898S and 8989} 
were purchased, of which No. 8831 is very important. It has been inscrihed in Nasq style of a very 
high order and contains a translation of the text betoecn the lines by Kfebafl.

At a distance of about two mdlea to the Nortii-east of Kadltal and about 19 milea from 
due North, mins have been dbooveted of a buildiiig which must have been hnltt in mud and 
stone. They were covered with rank vcgetatioii. Upon dearanee of the site, teinama of walls 
about four feet b height, have been exposed. The whole construction is neoily a rectangle ««d (s 
divided in rectangular apartments which are at some pbfies separated by pass^^. A sutvw of 
the sruhue yielded tenaocrtta mo ulds The cavities b these moulds are such tlnn- they «♦< easily 
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fit m old coins. These facts tenqpted ns to dig surofi trial traiches which disclosed fumaces, skg 
and ash^bntes. On sifting the earth and partiodailv the ash we fonncl about 150 copptf ««« 
in difiereat stages of mantiractiirt. A majority of the cobs was found m chutes along with the 

nmtdds, (See Plate 30 Vi»- 6 ) 

The (»libs may be divided into two classes:— 

1. Those with a Garada on the obverse with folded a^ in u flying posture. 

2, Those with a bull on the reverse facing left and with a crescent above it. 

The abovinmentioned coins have a Nagurf legend on the reverse but as the die with which the 
coins were struck was much bigger than the sire of the coins, on none of them we find a complete 


Bewdes the abo^-iaentiDned two varieties a few copper ferrules and some flat circular pieces of 
copper have also been disaiveieiL The latter may be rmfimdied coins. 

The most iniportimt aeqaisitions for the cabinet were the emus diecovaed at Paithan, Kadkal 
and MaskT. Dtiiing the cnui« of eicavatkins at Paitban four punch^marked coins and abmit twenty 
five Sndhra coins were discovered. The Sndhra coins art of exefting interest as they have the 
Bodhi Tree and Swastika reprteented upon them which resemble similar onMems upon the Tnbla 
coins pven by Major Ceneial S, A. CmmiDEham on Plate O of his book—CoiiK of Anci^tU India— 
and figured as 78, 15 and 16. 

The coins discovered at Kadkid represent unpublished varieties, but as the legends upon them 
are incomplete it is difficult to give any precise date to the coins. Nevertheless, the NSgari script 
and the flying Garflda indicate that the coins belong to a period somewhere between the eleventh 

and ftmrteettth centuries AJ>. 

The gold coins found at are also of eqnal interest. One of them, a tiny pi«e. bears an 
elephant on one side and a Eon on the other. The other two bear a lion on one side resembliiig to a 
great extent that on the Kadamha coins in the matter of technique. Ah these three gold coins 
are of an unpublished type and no date could yet be definitely assigned to them.
